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Where Do We Go From Here? 


This is not the first time the presidential 
candidate I supported lost. Still, though 
dismayed at the elections of Nixon, Reagan, 
and the younger Bush, none had me wor¬ 
ried about the republic’s survival. Rather 
than just concern over what will happen 
during Trump’s presidency, I’m truly scared 
it will do lasting damage to this country. 

The genius of the Constitution is that it 
provides a blueprint for a government both 
malleable enough to represent a fully 
enfranchised population where every vot¬ 
er’s opinion is of value, while also so resil¬ 
ient as to survive changing administrations. 
Core to it working is the idea that even 
with radically different political beliefs, 
Americans are basically well-intentioned, 
so when elected they govern in the coun¬ 
try’s best interests. Unfortunately, this can’t 
be assumed about Trump. 

If his political beliefs, no matter how 
extreme, were genuine, there would be no 
threat. Unfortunately the president-elect is 
a narcissistic, egotistical, populist dema¬ 
gogue lacking politics as well as deeply held 
beliefs. Instead of an ideological agenda, he 
campaigned on his persona - arguing that 
he was the only cure to the country’s rotten 
cancerous troubles deliberately caused by 
other Americans. He made any number of 
campaign promises including jobs, the 
return of manufacturing, making America 
great again, stemming illegal immigration, 
lowering taxes, shrinking government, and 
reasserting our world prominence. He 
claimed he would reverse the decline of the 
middle class while also ensuring their chil¬ 
dren better future opportunities. 

Few of these promises, offered mostly 
as applause lines, can be delivered. 
Globalization is not going to stop; the enor¬ 
mous economic shift the country is under¬ 
going cannot be reversed. The country’s 
crime wave is a fiction and the threat of 


illegal immigrants vastly exaggerated. 
Unable to deliver, Trump is likely to try to 
distract attention by scapegoating other 
Americans, as he did throughout his cam¬ 
paign. Blame will be leveled not just at 
those with different political views but any 
group he perceives as vulnerable, including 
immigrants, laborers, minorities, feminists, 
and gays. Adapting the conservative right’s 
strategy of ignoring policy failures by 
aggressive stands on social issues, decrying 
deliberate attempts to destroy our moral 
fabric, they advocate legislative attacks on 
civil liberties and social progress. Given 
Trump’s disinterest in poli¬ 
cy, the easiest way for him 
to maintain power is by stir¬ 
ring up anger and hatred, 
targeting Democrats, 

Muslims, immigrants, gays, 
minorities, and women. 

Trump received signifi¬ 
cant support from those 
claiming racism, misogyny, 
anti-immigrant prejudice, 
and militant nationalism as 
true patriotic values. Giving 
this group the mandate of “making America 
great again” is to encourage them to even 
more openly champion prejudice, fear, 
intolerance, and oppression. 

Another significant segment of support 
for Trump came from many deeply alienat¬ 
ed Americans. Frustrated by the current 
state of economic and political affairs, they 
believe the government is a huge part of 
their problem. Feeling helpless, watching 
shrinking incomes deteriorate their quality 
of life, they hold little hope for their or their 
children’s future. 

Already it’s been argued that this group 
went for Trump because he was the only 
anti-establishment candidate is proof posi¬ 
tive of the Democratic Party’s major strategic 


failure by not nominating the more elect- 
able Sanders (though the guarantee of his 
victory over Trump seems a stretch). 

Even before Trump’s victory was estab¬ 
lished, the blame-game wagon was in full 
swing, targeting ignorant Americans, rac¬ 
ist citizens, Clinton, the compromised 
Democratic party, irresponsible media, 
and Obama. 

Such blame is both reprehensible and a 
way to avoid accepting one’s own responsi¬ 
bility. As long as the fault is attributed to 
others there is little hope for change. All 
sides insist on the integrity of their extreme 
ideological positions, con¬ 
demning those with differ¬ 
ent positions as out to 
destroy the country and 
regarding working together 
as inherently traitorous. 

Many of the progressives 
who enthusiastically joined 
the right’s decades-long 
vicious campaign against 
Clinton still insist that the 
outcome would have been 
different if the party had 
just joined their lynch mob mentality. 
Disillusioned Sander-istas argue that the 
failure to nominate him is to blame for their 
support of candidate over platform. Those 
voting third party vehemently deny any 
responsibility. Others point to the failures 
of party politics, the system, and govern¬ 
ment in general. 

Republicans have spent most of the last 
two decades trying to divide the nation, 
marginalizing Democrats, insisting 
Americans with different viewpoints are 
conscious traitors. But though often in con¬ 
trol of the Congress as well as many state 
legislatures, they’ve shown little interest in 
actually governing. Limbaugh, Hannity, 
and similar pundits along with Fox News 


have found championing divisiveness to be 
very lucrative. 

Much of the left is less interested in gov¬ 
erning and more in condemning those 
ready to do what it takes to actually achieve 
something. A self-righteous progressive 
contingent happily labels many others as 
sellouts, especially those who have long 
worked advancing economic opportunity 
and social justice. 

Most importantly, across the political 
spectrum, there have been wildly promiscu¬ 
ous accusations of corruption, aimed at 
political activists, legislators, political par¬ 
ties, public servants, contractors, founda¬ 
tions, and governments. This supports the 
view accepted as gospel that our govern¬ 
ment is broken, beyond any hope for repair. 

Before this election those offering only 
contempt for the system confidently noted: 
“The fix is in; Clinton was sure to win; 
Trump wasn’t serious; Trump didn’t want 
to win; the oligarchy already decided on 
Clinton; Trump was recruited to run only 
to then drop out for Clinton; the people 
have no control; votes mean nothing; the 
secret government runs everything; 
democracy is dead.” 

Sadly, while this election brought home 
so very clearly how wrong these naysayers 
are, it deterred those on the right, the left, 
and embracing conspiracies not at all - 
almost happily divided in the wake of the 
election, most retreating into their separate 
caves more fearful of others than ever. 

Whether we survive the Trump presi¬ 
dency to even gain another chance at this 
is uncertain. But even those most vehe¬ 
mently denouncing Trump seem locked 
into pitched extremist politics, having 
seemingly lost all belief in this country and 
its people. 

Until we work together and to some extent 
trust each other we are so trapped. ■

When you can’t sleep because it appears 
the reins of government have been handed 
over to a narcissistic egomaniac utterly lack¬ 
ing in impulse control, you have time to read 
a lot of post-election analyses. 

The most powerful my bleary 
eyes fell upon very early 
Wednesday morning was by 
Slate correspondent Jamelle 
Bouie, titled simply, “White 
Won.” Bouie began by reject¬ 
ing the shallower, defensive 
explanations of many of the 
professional chattering class: 

“Pundits and observers will 
attribute Trump’s win to ‘pop¬ 
ulism’ or his ‘anti-elite’ mes¬ 
sage. This is nonsense. Trump ran for presi¬ 
dent as a nationalist fighter for white America. 
... When faced with the fetid swamps of white 
reaction - of white supremacists and white 
nationalists and anti-Semites - he winked, 
and they cheered in response.” 


Perhaps that conclusion will seem obvious 
to many Chronicle readers, but we need to 
remind ourselves of the nakedness of 
Trump’s appeals to explicit racism: the open¬ 
ing denunciation of Mexican 
immigrants as “rapists and 
murderers,” his determina¬ 
tion to deport every undocu¬ 
mented immigrant, his pro¬ 
grammatic ban on any and all 
Muslim refugees (and com¬ 
mitment to police monitoring 
of all Muslim-Americans), his 
utter caricature of and con¬ 
tempt for African-American 
lives and culture. There were 
no “dog whistles”: Trump 
was calling the dog of racism by name, and 
millions of white people - a majority of all 
white voters - either responded with enthu¬ 
siasm, or shrugged with indifference. 

Bouie notes that race has been an inevi¬ 
table subtext of every previous U.S. politi¬ 


cal campaign, but this one was different: 
“Trump told white Americans that their 
fears and anger were justified. And that this 
fear and anger should drive their politics. 
Trump forged a politics of white tribalism, 
and white people embraced it.” Bouie plac¬ 
es that embrace in the context of a recur¬ 
rent history of incremental racial progress 
followed by fierce white backlash. Here we 
are again: “Like clockwork, white Americans 
embraced a man who promised a kind of 
supremacy. ... We are still the country that 
produced George Wallace. We are still the 
country that killed Emmett Till.” 

SO MUCH WINNING 

That wasn’t the whole story of the Trump 
campaign - there is also the explicit adop¬ 
tion of reflexive misogyny, a contempt for 
women that is obviously a feature of 
Trump’s personality, inherited wealth, and 
public career, while also a weapon to use

against Hillary Clinton on the campaign 
trail and in person. That millions of peo¬ 
ple (including women) would vote for a 
garish bully who bragged about assault¬ 
ing women and advocated “treating them 
like shit” seems at first incomprehensi¬ 
ble, but appeals to racism and sexism are 
alike rooted in an authoritarian urge to 
dominate: or as Trump repeatedly 
expressed it, to become “winners,” who by 
definition require “losers.” They want 
their “country back,” they want to make 
the U.S. “great again,” they want to return 
to what they consider the natural hierar¬ 
chy of white over black, men over women, 
power over weakness. 

This is real “locker-room talk,” that of 
juvenile bullies. Trump declares he will 
deliver - as the sole winner, who will now 
preside over the rest of us, losers all. 

WHAT IS TO BE DONE? 

Since Trump’s actual policy pronounce¬ 
ments were so arbitrary, contradictory, and 
without substance, there’s been a flurry of 
wonder what the Trump regime will “actu¬ 
ally look like.” Those of us who live in 
Texas don’t have to wonder; it’s all around 
us. State leaders who have long been 
squandering millions on militarizing the 
border will be welcoming “The Wall” that 
in fact already exists wherever it’s physi¬ 
cally feasible, with only brutal effect on 
fleeing refugees and none on immigration. 

That criminal waste of resources pre¬ 
cludes spending on public education or 
health care, especially women’s health 
care, which is treated like a dirty secret 
that shouldn’t be publicly discussed. Many 
more women and families will suffer from 
the lack of reproductive health care, 
increasingly criminalized in Texas, and 
soon accompanied by the state-sanctioned 
humiliation and emotional torture of treat¬ 
ing fetal tissue as “unborn children” to be 
granted ritual burials. Should any of this 
sanctimonious nonsense be challenged in 
court as unconstitutional, we can expect 
that a feckless Donald Trump - for whom 
all such matters are beneath alpha-male 
consideration - will appoint federal and 
Supreme Court judges who will do as they 
are told by “pro-life” demagogues. 

Beyond these obvious consequences, who 
knows? Slashing health insurance for mil¬ 
lions looks inevitable, and Texans who have 
watched the state constrict Medicaid, chil¬ 
dren’s health insurance, and even care for 
the severely disabled - all in the name of 
“fiscal responsibility,” of course - will recog¬ 
nize that structurally racist pattern as well. 

As to foreign policy? Candidate Trump, 
who demonstrated colossal ignorance of 
even the middle-school basics of national 
boundaries or the apocalyptic threat of 
nuclear weapons, is unlikely to show much 
interest in the niceties of diplomacy, except 
as they might feed his self-aggrandizement. 
The messy business of actual governance 
he will undoubtedly delegate to the rest of 
his authoritarian entourage, now in charge 
of White House, and Capitol, and Judiciary. 

Rage, mourn, or pray? Organize. ■ 


Oy, what a week to be doing our “Best of 
Austin” issue. That section went to press 
Tuesday evening, before any election results 
had started to come in. The News staff and 
photographers headed off to cover the local 
races - because local is what we do, right? - 
and I suspect the scene was similar at all 
the candidate events: early catharsis 
because early voting results decided most all 
the local races by 7:20pm, followed by a 
long, slow buildup of fascination (and horror 
for most), as we realized what Donald Trump 
was managing to pull off else¬ 
where in the country. Truly, the 
world is different after this 
election, a lot of assumptions 
are different today than they 
were yesterday, and the enthu¬ 
siasm level around the office 
today was, well, subdued. 

Locally, though, Austin voters 
reaffirmed their values in this 
cycle: voted staunchly for pro¬ 
gressive candidates, delivered a 
general thumbs-up to generally 
progressive City Council members, a clear 
thumbs-down to the contentious Don 
Zimmerman, and a “not so fast” to the kinder, 
gentler Republican on the dais, the developer- 
friendly Sheri Gallo, who faces a Dec. 13 run¬ 
off against an opponent who will draw sharp dif¬ 
ferences in policy and style. And most notably, 
whatever reservations various factions may 
have had, we the people gave a surprisingly 
strong thumbs-up to the largest bond package 
in Austin history, an ambitious eight-year trans¬ 
portation and urban makeover plan that, wheth¬ 


er it “fixes” traffic or not, is going to substan¬ 
tially transform the way we see and use our 
major thoroughfares. Nor was it just a matter of 
pulling out the checkbook and writing a big 
check. As city leaders reiterated, and I think the 
public largely understands, this was a commit¬ 
ment to embark on a long-term, not-fully-defined 
project that will involve a long series of policy 
decisions, made over the course of multiple city 
administrations. Combined with the build-out of 
the Imagine Austin Comprehensive Plan, real¬ 
ized through a completely rewritten land devel¬ 
opment code (changing every¬ 
thing from building codes to zon¬ 
ing classes), this is going to be 
a wild ride, and with this bond 
vote, we’ve pushed off and 
there’s no turning back. And 
while there will be plenty of con¬ 
tentious decisions to be made 
along the way, there are signs of 
reasonable buy-in from all par¬ 
ties as we try to balance build¬ 
ing this brave new Austin with 
preserving the essential spirit of 
the old Austin. There better be, because we 
just put a lot of parts in action, and if we don’t 
make it work right, who will? 

Donald J. Trump may be our president, and 
Dan Patrick may run the Capitol, and we can’t 
do anything about that. But they can’t change 
Austin. Only we can do that. 

So anyway, enjoy the election results start¬ 
ing on p.16. And also the “Best of Austin” 
awards section. This remains a pretty cool 
city to live in, and herein are a lot of the rea¬ 
sons that remains true.

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Council: No Rest for the Weary 


ZONING DEBATES DOMINATE THE MEETING THAT NEARLY NEVER WAS 


At last Thursday’s meeting (Nov. 3), City 
Council canceled this Tuesday’s work ses¬ 
sion (Nov. 8) for the understandable consid¬ 
eration that it would be Election Day. They 
were not unanimous - District 2 Council 
Member Delia Garza, one of the five incum¬ 
bents campaigning for re-election, thought 
it unnecessary, and D1 CM Ora Houston 
voted no - but the majority argued they 
should be out on the hustings all day, and 
the cancellation prevailed. More amusing 
was the brief discussion of whether also to 
cancel today’s regular meeting (Nov. 10) - 
that possibility wasn’t posted on the agen¬ 
da, so City Attorney Anne Morgan told 
them all they could do was to inform one 
another on the Council message board 
whether they would attend. 

Looks like they’ll be here: By the end of 
the day, members realized that today’s 
“zoning” agenda had enough extra meat on 
it they would need to wear barbeque bibs. 
Consider just these four Items: Pilot Knob 
PUD, Austin Oaks PUD, Champion Tract, 
and the Grove PUD. If they dig deeply into 
those four, the remaining 67 Items might all 
be kicked to the curb. 

Without the preliminary work session to 
signal consensus, there’s additional occa¬ 
sion for the unexpected, but: 

• Look but Leap: Despite the Statesman’s 
grandstanding on the cost, and a successful 
lawsuit on the initial posting language, the 
Pilot Knob PUD (Items 8 & 32) has survived 
two readings and likely will survive this 


third (public hearing closed). The detailed 
backup more clearly explains the nature of 
the fee shift from water connection rates to 
affordable housing maintenance funds, 
with an annual citywide rate impact of 
about $ 1/month in return for 20% of the 
housing at affordable rates. 

• Bring Your Reading Glasses: The staff 
report on the Austin Oaks PUD (Item 62) is 
241 pages, so it’s fair to say there’s quite a 
bit of detail for Council and staff to review. 
Staff recommends approval of the current 
version of the planned unit development, 
but there remains enough neighborhood 
opposition that we can expect an earful - 
and a possible “first reading only” to enable 
more tergiversation on and off the dais. 

• And Another Thing ...: The Champion 
landowners never take no for an answer, and 
this proposed shift from a low-rise office 
zoning to a five-story apartment complex 
arrives with unanimous votes on two read¬ 
ings. But last week’s Council meeting fea¬ 
tured blistering testimony from neighbors 
and their allied attorneys, enough that CM 
Sheri Gallo (it’s in her District 10, on City 
Park Road at FM 2222) indicated she may be 
changing her mind, which could influence 
her colleagues. The public hearing remains 
open (some folks deferred last week), so 
Council will likely get another earful. 

• Ah, Yes, the Grove: That other PUD - the 
Grove at Shoal Creek - remains posted 
(Item 63), but the Bull Creek Road Coalition 
has requested additional mediation despite 


resistance from 
developer ARG 
Bull Creek Ltd. 

It’s not clear 
when the break¬ 
ing point might 
be, but odds are 
one more post¬ 
ponement is in 
the works. ARG 
wants some 
assurances that if 
mediation succeeds, 

Council won’t throw 
additional monkey 
wrenches into the works 
- the “placeholder” vote on 
first reading was 8-2. 

If they survive those Big 
Four: 

• Pick a Zone: Including 
that group, there are roughly 
40 zoning cases posted, 
although some arrive with 
already-attached postpone¬ 
ment requests. Some of the 
familiar names returning 
include: Lantana Tract (several 
cases); Lenox Oaks/Cactus Rose 
Mobile Home Park; Bouldin Courts; 
Plaza Saltillo (several cases); La Mexicana 
Supermercado; thinkEAST Austin (the 
Jain Lane project). 

• Expect High Water: There are five sched¬ 
uled 4pm public hearings (along with what¬ 


ever cases are given “time certains” from 
the dais, including an expansion of Historic 
Landmark Commission review, an appeal 
of the Scoot Inn outdoor music permit (both 
of those marked for postponement), and an 
odd request for construction variances at 


Health Dept. Holds Second Hearing on Fetal Burial Rule 


Through tears, Austin resident Ashley Blinkhorn said she 
had undergone two miscarriages by age 25. If a proposed 
rule that forces women to bury or cremate their aborted or 
miscarried fetal tissue (rather than deposit in sanitary sewers 
and medical-waste landfills) had been in effect, Blinkhorn 
wouldn’t have sought medical care because the costs associ¬ 
ated with the regulation would’ve been too high, she told the 
Department of State Health Services during a hearing on 
the new rule earlier this week. 

“There’s no health reason that we should do this,” said an 
emotional Blinkhorn. “Health clinics are already following 
state standards, there’s no reason to change the rule for this 
kind of waste. It’s not reasonable and not necessary. This is 
targeted at [women], and this is not something we need to 
stand for.” 

The Health Department held its second public hearing (see 
“Fetal Burial Saga Continues,” Aug. 5) on the anti-abortion 
rule on Wednesday, Nov. 9, the morning after an unexpected 
victory for anti-abortion and sexist President-elect Donald 
Trump, casting an additional pall on an already somber hear¬ 
ing. The rule could be a harbinger of what’s to come national¬ 
ly under a Trump presidency: Vice President-elect Mike Pence 
signed a similar law in Indiana (temporarily blocked by a fed¬ 
eral judge in June) even harsher than the one proposed today 
in Texas. Both men have vowed to ensure Supreme Court 
appointments that would undo abortion rights, including Roe 
v. Wade and the historic victory of Texas’ Whole Woman's 
Health v. Hellerstedt. 


At the hearing, a stream of anti-choice speakers with 

Texas Alliance for Life, the Texas Catholic Conference 
of Bishops, and Texas Right to Life applauded the mea¬ 
sure as a move toward “dignity” and “respect,” and used 
graphic language to describe fetal disposal. “It is unconscio¬ 
nable to grind and flush an unborn child ... like they’re mere 
medical waste,” said TAL’s Joe Pojman. John Seago with 
TRL noted their group wanted a clarification showing that 
women who experience miscarriages at home would not be 
subject to the rule. 

On the other end, pro-choice advocates with Planned 
Parenthood Texas Votes, Jane’s Due Process, NARAL Pro- 
Choice Texas, and individual citizens criticized the regulation 
as another attempt to shame, stigmatize, and restrict wom¬ 
en’s access to abortion care. “Legally, practically, and morally, 
these rules are unnecessary,” said Tina Hester of Jane’s Due 
Process in testimony read aloud by proxy. Since the state will 
not shoulder the price tag of burials and cremation, the cost 
burden falls on abortion providers and patients, already strain¬ 
ing from a trail of anti-choice laws, said pro-choice speakers. 
The Funeral Consumers Alliance of Texas estimates the 
rule could add $2,000 to the cost of abortion care. 

The Texas Medical Association, the Texas Hospital 
Association, and health professionals have expressed deep 
concern over how to implement the rules. “The significant finan¬ 
cial burden, the invasion of privacy, and intrusion of government 
will only hurt women,” said Round Rock OB-GYN Rebecca 
Teng, echoing some of the overall worry from the medical com¬ 



munity. Advocates also stressed that the state has shown no 
medical evidence the rule would actually promote the health 
and safety of women - a requirement mandated by the SCOTUS 
Whole Woman's decision. The Center for Reproductive 
Rights and the ACLU of Texas have both warned the rule is 
unconstitutional and will likely spark a legal challenge (“Fetal 
Burial Rule May Flout Constitutional Limits,” Aug. 12). 

The proposed regulation still needs to be approved by the 
Health and Human Services Commission executive commis¬ 
sioner and posted in the Texas Register. It would then take 
effect 20 days later. DSHS spokesperson Carrie Williams 
said the Health Department will offer additional information 
on next steps after reviewing the thousands of comments it 
received. But with the blessing and encouragement from con¬ 
servative anti-choice Gov. Greg Abbott, it’s hard to imagine 
the department turning back without yet another lawsuit to 
stop them. - Mary Tuma 
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1000 N. Lamar that acknowledges that the 
place, when built, will periodically flood. 
(Staff recommends rejection.) 

Also several annexations (the largest 
being the northeast Entrada tract, at 246 
acres), which must be approved or deferred 
for a year; a continuation of last week’s 
debate of the “historical” status of the 1618 
Palma Plaza fourplex, which could bring 
with it stricter standards on demolition per¬ 
mits; and the likely approval of “permis¬ 
sive” sterilization of loose dogs and cats on 
first impoundment (current standard is 
second impoundment). That proposal also 


generated emotional testimony last week, 
but looks likely to pass. And there’s a dollop 
of good news for Samsung - which presum¬ 
ably could use it - with the city seconding 
the state’s designation of Samsung Austin 
Semiconductor for a “Texas Enterprise 
Project” to promote job retention in high- 
poverty areas, in return for $1.25 million of 
the state share of sales taxes. Since there’s 
no official live music at a Council zoning 
session, perhaps there’s a Samsung employ¬ 
ee chorus that could do the honors.

APD’s Domestic Disturbance 


Austin Police Officer Antwain Tyrone Tarver spent 
part of the weekend in Williamson County Jail after he 
was arrested for continuous violence against the 
family (a third-degree felony) and interfering with an 
emergency call. 

The first charge stems from five 
incidents that occurred between 
Tarver and his wife at their home 
in Round Rock between April and 
late October. According to an affi¬ 
davit filed by Williamson County 
Sheriff’s Office Detective Jason 
Waldon, Tarver stands accused of 
repeatedly choking or trying to 
choke his wife; shoving her; bruis¬ 
ing her; grabbing her by the shoul¬ 
ders; slamming her head against 
the ground; and a number of other 
forms of violence listed in the 
four-page document. Walton 
details incidents in which Tarver 
obstructs his wife’s attempts to 
escape their home, and indicates 
throughout the affidavit that children were present 
during most of the violent episodes. 

Tarver’s wife indicated to Waldon at one point that 
she did not immediately report each incident because 
“they were married and both brought children into the 


relationship,” but reportedly told the detective that her 
daughter’s witnessing of the most recent incident - an 
Oct. 21 attack that began in a closet and involved Tar¬ 
ver grabbing his wife “by the throat with both hands” 
and shoving her into a nearby vani¬ 
ty and wall, among other things - 
“prompted her to take action.” 

In a statement, a spokesper¬ 
son for APD said Tarver’s wife also 
contacted APD “at which time the 
department immediately began 
an investigation into the allega¬ 
tions.” APD also served as the 
arresting agency. The spokesper¬ 
son added: “The officer has been 
placed on restricted duty. APD has 
taken the proper steps to ensure 
the victim’s safety. We appreciate 
the efforts of the Williamson 
County Sheriff’s Office.” 

Tarver, a 13-year veteran with 
APD, has posted bond on the two 
charges - a total payment of 
$17,500. Austin Police Association President Ken 
Casaday told the Chronicle : “We’re here to make sure 
[Tarver’s] rights are protected, but if the accusations 
are true, he’ll be terminated from the department.”

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Kelcy Warren Takes a Meeting 


TALK OF STANDING ROCK OVERSHADOWS PIPELINE EASEMENT DISPUTE 


It was really a sort of proxy war. 

Dozens of people from all corners of the 
state lined up to speak at last Thursday’s 
meeting of the Texas Parks & Wildlife 
Commission, each ostensibly there to 
oppose what otherwise would have been yet 
another pipeline cutting through yet anoth¬ 
er slice of vanishing native habitat in the 
country’s most heavily pipelined state. 

Up for consideration was a coil of six 
pipelines that TPWD commissioners 
appeared poised to approve on second read¬ 
ing. The installation would require a 
150-foot-wide, 6,500-foot-long slice through 
the J.D. Murphree Wildlife Management 
Area, outside heavily industrial Port Arthur. 
But even that was a secondary concern. The 
primary issue was the presence of Energy 
Transfer Partners CEO Kelcy Warren on 
the commission’s board. More than 100 self- 
described “water protectors” had already 
been singing, chanting, praying, and drum¬ 
ming outside TPWD HQ all morning calling 
for the recent appointee (and heavy political 
donor) of Gov. Greg Abbott to resign. “He 
wants to put profits before people,” said 
Austin-based filmmaker Fox RedSky. “He 
is suffering from a disease called greed.” 

As CEO of Dallas-based ETP, Warren is 
the force behind the hotly contested Dakota 
Access pipeline seeking to connect the 
fracklands of North Dakota to an energy 
hub in Patoka, Illinois. The months-long 
standoff with the Standing Rock Sioux and 


their native and non-native allies - perhaps 
the largest gathering of native peoples in a 
century - has seen activists occupying por¬ 
tions of the company’s pipeline easement 
and chaining themselves to construction 
equipment. The police response has been 
robust. Two weeks ago, members of the 
Morton County Sheriff’s Department, with 
support from departments across the 
region, broke up the declared 1851 Treaty 
Camp, arresting an estimated 140 aided by 


armored vehicles, shotgun-fired non-lethal 
projectiles, pepper spray, Tasers, and a 
high-frequency sound “cannon.” 

Inspired by the spirit of resistance being 
demonstrated at Standing Rock, many pro¬ 
testing at the Parks & Wildlife Commission 
meeting said they were prepared to use 
direct action to stop pipeline projects here at 
home, including potentially at several ETP 
lines seeking to link the Permian Basin fields 
in West Texas with Mexican infrastructure. 


Announcing what he called the birth of 
the “Texas water protectors movement,” 
Tane Ward, of the indigenous empower¬ 
ment organization Equilibrio Norte, said, 
“We’re here to protect our aquifers, our riv¬ 
ers, our lakes, our streams, our bays, and 
protect the water for future generations.” 

After attendees’ bags had been hand- 
searched by security, the agency’s land 
conservation program director informed 
the commissioners that staff believed there 
was “no feasible alternative” to approval of 
the mass of pipelines at the targeted WMA. 
As the first speaker wrapped up her three- 
minute protest, Commissioner Bill Jones, a 
Rick Perry appointee, asked: “Ma’am, just a 
quick question: Have you ever been to this 
park?” “No,” she replied, “but there’s a 
pipeline going through my town and I’ve 
studied all the possible impacts.” 

Just as the Sioux have objected they were 
not consulted about the Dakota pipeline 
route that is to cross under the Missouri 
River just upstream of Lake Oahe, their 
main source of drinking water, Juan 
Mancias, tribal chair of the Carrizo- 
Comecrudo nation in South Texas, accused 
the commissioners of consistently ignoring 
native concerns in their analyses. 
o “I don’t think any of you realize there are 
2 still native people alive in Texas, and the 
§ environmental impact statements you do 
jjj don’t touch any of that,” Mancias said. “The 
i Kickapoo depend on cattails from that area 
for their summer houses. Do you know 
about that? No, you don’t know that because 
you don’t care about native people.” 

Warren remained silent despite frequent 
challenges. When pipeline comments 
veered into calls for Warren to recuse him¬ 
self from the vote, Jones and the bailiff 
issued stern correctives. When Austin musi¬ 
cian Charlie Pierce charged, “You’re really 
undermining your authority when you 
allow people like Kelcy Warren, who attacks 
my people in North Dakota with militarized 
police,” he was quickly escorted from the 
building. Later, two women stood up spon¬ 
taneously to sing, “Which side are you on, 
my people? Which side are you on?” Both 
were also quickly escorted out.

Hefflin of the Society of Native Nations who 
was able to draw Warren into conversation. 
“How would you feel if I went to your place 
and [dug] up your ancestors, like you have 
been doing to our people?” Hefflin asked, 
referring to charges made by the Standing 
Rock Sioux against pipeline crews in North 
Dakota. “I’m not mad, because I’m tired of 
being mad. I would like for you to give me a 
serious answer to that. ... Do you think it is 
right to go and dig up burial grounds, sacred 
burial grounds? Desecrate them?” 

“No sir. I do not,” Warren responded. “I do 
not think that’s appropriate. I think that 
would be bad.” 

With the room at a total hush, with no 
admonitions from Jones or the bailiff to stay 
on topic or efforts to hustle Hefflin along, 
the two men agreed to share contact infor¬ 
mation and meet privately on the subject. 

According to Mancias and others who 
have been going back and forth between 
Texas and Standing Rock, this is the first 
time Warren has addressed native people 
directly. If the meeting occurs, it would be 
Warren’s first meeting with indigenous peo¬ 
ples on these concerns. 

After a brief recess, it was almost inciden¬ 
tal when both Warren and another commis¬ 
sioner, who confessed a financial conflict of 
interest in the deal, abstained from the J.D. 
Murphree vote, leaving the issue stranded 
without the benefit of a quorum, pending 
for another day. - Greg Harman

Taking stock the morning after doomsday 


Election night for me started in South 
Austin. I was at Trudy’s, there to report on a 
second election victory for District 2’s Delia 
Garza. She’s my council member (I live in 
the district), and I was proud to endorse her 
in this paper; to vote for her in this election; 
and to congratulate her Tuesday on 
her victory. “I’m very honored to 
be given this privilege once 
again,” she told me. “So we 
can continue pushing this 
progressive policy and do all 
that we can do to keep mid¬ 
dle-class families here in 
Austin.” 

It was raining by 7:30pm. I 
ran to my car and drove Downtown 
to the Driskill. Travis County Dems 
were there hosting a watch party for the 
election, and when I arrived there was a line 
of people extending out the hotel’s side door 
onto Brazos Street. This city is so blue; so 
proud to wear it, to push its establishment 
toward the moral side of our history. I 
watched the line. I checked into Twitter 
sometime around 8:30pm. The presidential 
election was not going as anyone expected. 


It was pouring by the time I got home, 
turned on the TV, and watched our country 
get upended. 

Like a lot of Americans, I didn’t sleep 
much Tuesday night, maybe three hours 
altogether. My girlfriend, our dog, and 
I collectively tossed and turned 
all night. In the morning I saw 
that Donald Trump had won 
the presidency; Hillary 
Clinton, the presumed 
favorite, the most quali¬ 
fied candidate in the his¬ 
tory of the position, had 
called her opponent 
to concede. 

I took a shower and 
made some breakfast. The dog 
and I went out for our morning walk. 
It was cold and dreary in South Austin, in a 
way the weather hasn’t been since late last 
winter. A few houses down, a neighbor, an 
elderly black lady, was getting out of her 
car and angling toward her door. I thought 
to say “Good morning,” but then thought 
better of it. Wednesday was no good morn¬ 
ing at all.

DISTRICT 7: POOL 
DEFEATS GAULDIN 

The District 7 race, while extremely conten¬ 
tious, was not close. Incumbent Leslie Pool 
arrived at her election night watch party at 
Tex-Mex restaurant La Mancha at 7:45pm 
already in high spirits. Early vote totals 
showed Pool defeating her challenger, density 
activist Natalie Gauldin, by a decisive, 
46-point margin, an advantage way too much 
to overcome, especially in a county with 
unprecedented early turnout. Before Election 
Day, 24,000 D7 voters had already cast bal¬ 
lots; more than 17,000 of them went with 
the neighborhood advocate. 

Pool didn’t take much time to gloat, howev¬ 
er, instead pivoting to her next four-year term. 
She has plans to meet with staff to plot a 
specific agenda, but said parks funding and 
homelessness will be among the priorities. 

The controversial Grove at Shoal Creek 
PUD was a divisive issue in the campaign, 
with Gauldin building much of her support by 
supporting the development and calling into 
question Pool’s more critical approach. That 
led to an ugly few months of West Austin 
neighbors bickering on social media about 
how the city should handle its surging 
growth. The density activists who support 
Gauldin think the only way to meet Austin’s 


PROP 1: AUSTIN 
CHOOSES TO MOVE 

Mayor Steve Adler was quick to declare unofficial victory Tuesday 
night at an already boisterous Lavaca Street Bar, a few minutes after 
the release of the early voting returns. He told reporters, “I’m excited, 
and now the work begins,” noting that the early vote lead, just shy of 
60% approval by what appeared to be at least two-thirds of likely 
voters, would be “pretty hard for the remainder of votes to reverse.” 
(Indeed, E-Day turned out to comprise just 25% of the total vote, and 
scarcely changed the overall result.) He added, “We need everybody 
involved and watching” the implementation of the bond, and said that 
while that happens, the city would be simultaneously working with 
“regional partners” like CAMP0 and other agencies to put together an 
“overall strategic plan” on transportation. “We have $9 billion-plus of 
needs on transportation that we haven’t been addressing.” 

Move Austin Forward campaign manager Jim Wick, visibly 
relaxed, said he was “pleased and really excited” at the results, 
which he said confirmed the campaign’s research. He pointed specifi¬ 
cally to turnout by students and “along the corridors,” as the cam¬ 
paign explained the bond’s benefits. “I’m glad the city came together 
and said, ‘We’re gonna do something.’” 

Spirits were not so high a bit later at the Park on South Lamar, 
where a small group of bond opponents had gathered to await 
results. Honest Transportation Solutions PAC spokesman Roger 
Falk was subdued, but congratulated the mayor for his victory, adding 
that being outspent “10 or 12 to 1” made it very difficult for oppo¬ 
nents to make their case. Falk said that while he hoped the voters 
“will reap the rewards they voted for,” he still believes the bond will 
be more expensive than advertised and won’t do what’s been prom¬ 
ised. “I try to make my words sweet, in case I have to eat them,” he 
said. “I believe this is a growth machine development bond for those 
corridors, and will not provide the impact [on traffic congestion] that 
people have been promised.” 

With the final margin (59%-41%) still pending, the folks back at 
Lavaca Street had felt otherwise. Adler policy advisor Brandi Clark 
Burton described the bond as “not the total package,” but a broad-

based solution to “the core places that affect the most people,” and 
said the benefits would accrue not just to motor vehicles but people 
on bikes and on foot, making the corridors “not just places to pass 
through, but places to be.” Parks advocate Ted Siff echoed those 
thoughts, calling the bond “a good balance among all the modes of 
transportation,” and “a big step in the right direction” on transporta¬ 
tion mode-shifting, and “one that the community could support.” 

In an impromptu victory speech, the mayor stepped onto a chair 
and shouted over the din, thanking everyone who worked on the 
rushed campaign, and urging them to “stay involved” through imple¬ 
mentation and further planning. He said he expected the most “shov¬ 
el-ready” projects to be the sidewalk and Safe Routes to Schools 
projects, and he congratulated the team for helping take a major step 
to address “mobility and affordability.” “Now the work begins,” he 
repeated. “Drink the beer, celebrate, and tomorrow we go to work.”

DISTRICT 10: 

GALLO AND ALTER 
TO RUN-OFF 

When Sheri Gallo ran for Council two 
years ago, she was one of eight candidates 
vying for the D10 seat. It was a crowded 
pool that resulted in a run-off election, which 
Gallo won by almost 10 points, after finish¬ 
ing well behind in the first round. Fast- 
forward to 2016, and the council member 
finds herself in a run-off again, this time 
against Alison Alter. Gallo closed Tuesday 
night two points shy of declaring victory and 
retaining her seat outright. 

While a run-off election wasn’t the ideal 
result, Alter remains optimistic about her 
chances of winning on Dec. 13. “It looks 
like a majority of the district voted for 
change,” Alter told the Chronicle during her 
election party Tuesday at Santa Rita. 

“We’re looking forward to fighting for the 
voices and neighbors of District 10 and 
represent them.” 

Tensions rose early in the race between 
Alter and Gallo. From the beginning, Alter has 
billed herself as the incumbent’s antithesis. 
She accused the CM of bending to “special 
interests” and said she’d put “community 
first.” Gallo, in response, has denied that she 
favors developers over constituents, and 
instead says her work on Council shows how 
she’s been a pragmatic voice working on 
behalf of taxpayers. Still, Alter and other crit¬ 
ics of the council member say the Grove at 
Shoal Creek PUD (and, to a lesser extent, the 
Austin Oaks PUD) should be ample evidence 
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growth challenge is to approve high-density, 
mixed-use developments like the Grove; they 
often characterize Pool supporters, who are 
generally from old West Austin neighborhoods, 


as NIMBYs fighting against progress and the 
development of housing stock we sorely 
need. Those neighbors disagree with the 
idea of density damn the costs, and have 
criticized the other side for being too friendly 
to developers. 

The race was so heated, the Pool cam¬ 
paign offered an “olive branch” almost as 
soon as the results became clear. As she 
took pictures with supporters and friends, 
Pool’s political adviser Matt Hersh told the 
Chronicle, “Leslie and I spoke and we both 
feel the same way: We may not always agree 
with Natalie and her supporters, but we can’t 
deny how much they care about the city. 
Leslie’s door will always be open to them.” 
Pool swept Election Day totals as well, 
extending her lead, and earning by far the 
largest margin of any of the council races. 

Gauldin did not host an election night watch 
party or respond to the Chronicle's requests 
for comment later in the evening, but posted 
thanks to her supporters on Facebook early 
on Tuesday. “After countless (very sweaty) 
hours knocking on thousands of doors this 
summer and fall, it was bittersweet to put on 
my Natalie shirt one last time,” she wrote. 
“This grassroots campaign was powered by 
neighbors like them sharing a goal to make 
Austin the best city it can be. I sincerely 
appreciate all of the work that the community 
has put into the #NatalieinNovember effort.”

of Gallo’s alleged dishonesty as a represen¬ 
tative of the district. 

The lead-up to the run-off will mean more 
time for Alter to air these grievances, her 
camp has said. “A run-off gives us the oppor¬ 
tunity to really talk about Sheri Gallo’s perfor¬ 
mance in terms of constituency representa¬ 
tion, land use, planning issues, and growth 
overall,” Chris Allen, the co-chair of the 
Rosedale Neighborhood Association Steering 
Committee’s zoning committee, told the 
Chronicle Tuesday night. “When people com¬ 
pare the two candidates, the choice should 
be very clear.” 

Gallo remains assured of her chances. In 
a statement, the incumbent said she is “hon¬ 
ored to be the clear leader in the race for

“I won a run-off before, and I am totally 
confident I will win this run-off, too,” Gallo 
said in the statement. 

Before the night wound down, Alter 
addressed the crowd at Santa Rita, thanking 
everyone who attended for donating to her 
campaign and canvassing on her behalf. But 
the Harvard-educated challenger said the 
fight was far from over. Alter told her support¬ 
ers she that “needs boots on the ground” for 
the final push before December. Alter and her 
camp say this is a prime opportunity to pick 
up votes previously cast for other challengers 
in the race. 

“Voter turnout on the run-off election is key 
for us,” said Tom Fosburr, a field organizer for 
Alter’s campaign. - Annamarya Scaccia

To a cheering crowd at Serranos Tex-Mex in 
Northwest Austin, a notably loquacious 
Jimmy Flannigan admitted he was at a rare 
loss for words. “To have the honor of repre¬ 
senting all of you and everyone in District 6, 
it’s really something that has left me speech¬ 
less,” he said. “I couldn’t be more excited for 
the journey we’re about to take together.” 

Victory swept over the race well before the 
final tally, keeping supporters in high spirits 
throughout the night. Early voting results 
showed Flannigan solidly ahead, with 57.7% 
to incumbent Don Zimmerman’s 42.3%. The 
win, as Flannigan noted during his address, 
is a historic one: Flannigan stands as the 
first victor over a 10-1 incumbent; the first 
Williamson County resident on the dais; and 
the first gay man to serve on City Council. 

Before the final results were called, Zim¬ 
merman conceded defeat, ending a tumultu¬ 
ous and tense Council era for the district. 
(The Chronicle did not attend Zimmerman’s 
campaign party after campaign manager Tim 
Kelly banned this reporter from entering the 
field office premises.) In many ways, the win 
can be considered a referendum on Zimmer¬ 
man’s abrasive and even abusive demeanor 
on and off the dais, and on his council ten¬ 
ure overall. Zimmerman made headlines for 
attacking city staff, council guests, and even 
a group of Latino students whom he told to 
do something “useful” with their lives. His 
many vote abstentions and his “taxpayer- 
friendly” persona, in contrast to the several 
taxpayer-funded lawsuits he’s brought, have 
also likely embittered district voters. 


“I think this election is a mandate that 
shows that District 6 wants to work across 
the city and not be considered some other 
area that can just vote ‘no’ or abstain from 
votes and think everything is going to be 
okay,” Flannigan told the Chronicle, following 
his victory speech. 

Flannigan supporters expressed disap¬ 
pointment in Zimmerman’s leadership style. 
The words “divisive” and “embarrassment” 
crept into conversations. “Zimmerman did 
nothing for our district. He did nothing to cre¬ 
ate consensus or to get things done,” said 
D6 voter Alison Woss. “He acted solely for 
himself and not for constituents. And his per¬ 
sonal views of LGBTQ people, immigration, 
climate change - to borrow a term from 
Hillary Clinton - is deplorable.” 

Flannigan tells the Chronicle his 
first priorities as a new mem¬ 
ber will be holding public 
meetings on Anderson Mill 
Road to ensure that those 
who live along the road see 
their needs met, and focusing 
on hiring a new city manager, 
an important decision, he says, 
that will “far outlive” all of the mem¬ 
bers’ time on Council. 

Over whistles and claps, Flannigan thanked 
his campaign staff, volunteers, canvassers, 
his partner, and the grassroots effort that led 
to his win. “It’s difficult to beat an incumbent 
- even a terrible one,” he told the Chronicle. 
“There were many parts of the city that 
decided they just couldn’t get involved 


because they were afraid of 
the bully council member, but 
that’s no way to operate democra¬ 
cy. Thankfully people that had never vol¬ 
unteered, never block-walked, never put up 
yard signs, came out and made a difference. 
And today we get to celebrate their efforts.” 

Zimmerman issued a statement on the 
loss on Wednesday. “For one,” he said, “sup¬ 
porters of lower taxes and fewer regulations

Following the release of the early vote, D4 
incumbent Greg Casar had few worries: As 
expected, it showed him with 65%, dominat¬ 
ing challengers Gonzalo Camacho (20%) and 
Louis Herrin III (15%). Tuesday’s much 
smaller Election Day vote, while surprisingly 
narrower (Casar 48%, Camacho 33%, Herrin 
19%) didn’t materially affect the outcome, 
although the relatively low turnout was con¬ 
cerning: 11,981 total votes, less than half 
the number that turned out in the Westside 
districts. More worrisome to the council mem¬ 
ber late Tuesday was the national outcome. “I 
was proud to celebrate my victory beside so 
many supporters, social justice and labor 
activists,” he told the Chronicle, “but it’s diffi¬ 
cult to do so in light of the results nationally. 
... If Trump wins, it’s a horrible outcome, and 
going forward we can’t expect any help from 
the federal level. Progressive change is going 
to have to happen from the bottom up. There 
are many good things happening in the cities, 
and that’s where we’ll have to focus our 
efforts.” - Michael King

Sometimes it can be hard to 
celebrate a victory. As the 
results rolled in, and the situa¬ 
tion for Democrats nationwide 
seemed bleaker, newly elected 
Austin Independent School 
District trustee Cindy Anderson 
joked that, like many Americans, 
she had considered emigrating. 

But, she said, “I just got elected; 

I can’t move.” 

Five of the district’s nine 
seats were on the ballot, and 
three featured unchallenged 
incumbents: Ann Teich in 
District 3, Amber Elenz in D5, 
and Yasmin Wagner in D7. District 2 
incumbent Jayme Mathias drew a challeng¬ 
er in Adolphus “Andy” Anderson, and for¬ 
mer Austin Council of PTAs Vice President 
Cindy Anderson (no relation) ran against 
attorney David Ryan Quintanilla to replace 
outgoing At-Large Place 8 trustee Gina 
Hinojosa, now headed to the state 
Legislature. The board ended up adding one 
Anderson: Cindy beat out Quintanilla 56% to 
44%, while Mathias bested Andy by a whop¬ 
ping 68% to 32%. 

The new board will come with undoubted 
tensions. Mathias has been a controversial 
figure, even if important groups like Educa¬ 
tion Austin finally endorsed him. But Cindy 
Anderson said she felt that both the teach¬ 


ers’ union and board member Paul Saldana 
were responsible for some needlessly nega¬ 
tive attacks against her that ignored her ser¬ 
vice on district bodies. “At the end of the 
day,” she said, “regardless of the politics, 

I’ve been doing this for 10 years.” 

Anderson has a complicated history with 
Saldana. In 2014, when he first ran for the 
empty D6 seat, Anderson initially backed one 
of his opponents, Austin Council of PTAs 
President Monica Sanchez. “When it came to 
the run-off, I supported Paul,” she asserted, 
“and I have worked with him for a number of 
years.” Now with the dust settled, she said, 
“I’m going to work with who I’m going to work 
with ... but there’s some serious apologies 
that are due.” - Richard Whittaker

That leaves two seats unresolved. In Place 4, Sean Hassan came first with 45%, but didn’t 
break the 50%-plus boundary, and now heads for a run-off election on Dec. 13. Michael J. 
Lewis narrowly scraped ahead of George Robinson, and will be Hassan’s challenger. 

It’s a similar situation in Place 9, the unexpected additional fourth race to finish out the 
unexpired term of retiring trustee Allen Kaplan. Again, there was no clear winner, and it was 
actually a considerably tighter result than in Place 4.

Democrats also won elections in 10 races for district judge, and two in county court, all run¬ 
ning unopposed. Returned to the district bench were Scott Jenkins, Rhonda Hurley, Darlene 
Byrne, David Wahlberg, Gisela Triana, Tim Sulak, and Julie Kocurek, joined by newcomers 
Tamara Needles, Jan Soifer, and Brad Urrutia. Carlos Barrera and Kim Williams continue in the 
8 th and 9th county courts, respectively. And David Escamilla, longtime county attorney, con¬ 
tinues on in his position. - Chase Hoffberger 


TRAVIS COUNTY COMMISSIONERS COURTS 
NEW AND OLD 


There will be both change and continuity 
on the Travis County Commissioners Court. 
In Precinct 1, retiring Commissioner Ron 
Davis will be succeeded, as expect¬ 
ed, by longtime state and city 
administrator and civil rights 
activist Jeff Travillion, also 
a Democrat, who won 70% 
of the early vote and 68% 
by the end of the day. It was 
a longer evening for Precinct 
3, where incumbent 
Republican Gerald 
Daugherty edged Democrat 
David Holmes, 52% to 
48%, with the outcome 
remaining in doubt until 
nearly midnight. 

Travillion led a primary 
against four opponents, 
defeating Arthur 
Sampson in a run-off, and 
in this round was opposed 
by Republican Pat McCord 
(26%) and Green Party 
candidate Ashely 
“Flashe” Gordon (6.5%). 

Although the outcome was 
never in doubt, Travillion 
began his Election Day as 
the polls opened, and by 
the time the Chronicle 
touched base with him in 
the afternoon, he had visit¬ 
ed 10 polling places and 
continued his tour. He 
noted that some lengthy lines had not dis¬ 
couraged voters “even in the rain,” although 
the 88,000 Northeast turnout did not

approach the 150,000 voters in the more 
hotly contested Southeast Precinct 3. 

Travillion told the Chronicle he was continu¬ 
ing his “workman’s” approach to the 
campaign, “taking nothing for 
granted,” congratulating voters 
on their engagement in the 
process and reiterating his 
description of “how we 
want to serve” Precinct 3 
and Travis County. 

Precinct 3 has been a 
swing voting district, with 
Daugherty re-elected in 
2012 after a four-year 
interim. He acknowledged 
the difficulty of running in 
Travis County as a 
Republican in a presiden¬ 
tial year, but he led narrow¬ 
ly in early voting (50.1- 
49.8%), and lengthened 
his lead to 52% by the end 
of the day. A hoped-for 
comeback via late-counted 
boxes near Downtown and 
UT-Austin never material¬ 
ized. As he awaited the 
Election Day voting reports, 
Holmes told the Chronicle, 
“It’s a David and Goliath 
situation,” referring to 
Daugherty’s incumbency 
and large fundraising 
advantage, “but we did a 
really good job. ...

State Board of Education 

In two local Texas State Board of Education 
races, incumbent Republican Tom Maynard beat 
out education data specialist Judy Jennings in 
District 10. The former teaching instructor and 
school board member from Georgetown came in 
with 56% of the vote, despite losing Travis County 
by 17 points. In District 5, longtime GOP incumbent 
Ken Mercer also extinguished his Democratic chal¬ 
lenger’s chances. While Texas State University pro¬ 
fessor Rebecca Bell-Metereau stormed to a 
110,000-vote margin in Travis County, the right- 
wing Mercer edged Bell-Metereau by 30,000 votes 
across all 11 (plus partial) counties. Libertarian 
Ricardo Perkins made out with 4.7% of the vote.

Texas Democratic Party Chair Gilberto

The House remains a five-one split, 
Democrat to Republican. Incumbent Dems 

Eddie Rodriguez, Donna Howard, Celia 
Israel, and Dawnna Dukes all held their 
seats (although Dukes will step down in 
January, triggering a special election), and 
are joined by outgoing AISD trustee Gina 
Hinojosa, who replaces veteran legislator 
Elliott Naishtat. Meanwhile, sole 
Republican Paul Workman saw off Dem 
challenger Ana Jordan by 12 points.

Yet 
with Texas districts 
so chopped and 
packed, there was 
little leeway for 
change. On Nov. 7, 
there were 25 
Republicans and 11 
Democrats in the 
state’s House dele¬ 
gation.

Statewide, the 
closest approxima¬ 
tion to a competi¬ 
tive race was 
Congressional 
District 23, where Republican Will Hurd saw 
off a challenge from Pete Gallego. But that 
may be the only competitive congressional 
seat in the state. Everything else was either 
uncontested, or a race in which the incum¬ 


bent faced only minimal third party challeng¬ 
es - or the district was drawn to be uncom¬ 
petitive.

EMPTYING OUT THE DREGS FROM THIS ELECTION 


Prop 1 PAC Spending: If Mayor Steve 
Adler’s “Go Big” Mobility Bond had lost, it 
wouldn’t have been for lack of trying - or 
spending. By its eight-day-out report, filed 
Oct. 31, the Austin Forward political action 
committee supporting the bond had spent in 
excess of $700,000, with $75,000 cash on 
hand for the final week. Bond opponents 
funding two PACs - Sensible Transporta¬ 
tion Solutions and Honest Transportation 
Solutions - had together collected about 
$160,000, and spent roughly two-thirds of 
that funding (as of filing date Oct. 31). STS, 
initially funded almost entirely by former 
Texas Monthly publisher Mike Levy, has 
since collected about $16,000 from “Macho 
Marketing” for newspaper advertising. The 
ad firm, reports its website, is the “in-house 
marketing agency for the Continental 
Automotive Group,” five auto dealerships in 
Austin and Corpus Christi, owned by Bryan 
Hardeman and his family. One of those 
dealerships is the Airport Boulevard 
Mercedes-Benz. Hardeman was a member 
of the city’s citizens’ advisory group working 
on the Airport Blvd. redesign (“Preparing 
for Takeoff,” Oct. 21, 2011). Perhaps he didn’t 
care for the final plan .... - Michael King 

Hogging the Glory: In a Nov. 4 campaign 
release, ousted Council Member Don Zim¬ 
merman continued to blast his since-victo- 
rious challenger Jimmy Flannigan for 
hoarding all the credit for including 
Anderson Mill Road in the city’s 
mobility bond. Zim pointed to a 
Nov. 1 Austin American 
Statesman Politifact 
“Mostly False” rating (con¬ 
tains an “element of truth” 
but ignores critical facts) 
on the claim: “The irony of 
it is that ‘consensus-build¬ 
ing’ Flannigan hogged up 
all the glory regarding plans to 
improve Anderson Mill Road,” said 
Zimmerman in a statement. “We’re 
grateful that Jimmy’s grandstanding and 
exaggerations were called out by the 
Statesman. Sadly, that’s only the tip of the 
iceberg: imagine how he would hoard all 
the credit as a sitting City Council member! 
That should be enough to discourage any 
media publication or organization from 
endorsing him.” The mayor’s office indi¬ 
cated that neither Flannigan nor Zimmer¬ 
man deserve full credit for getting Anderson 
Mill included; rather, it was a collaborative 
effort, as the Chronicle previously reported 
(“Election Notes,” Oct. 28). - Mary Tuma 

More Love, Less Hate: Although its out¬ 
come will hit close to home, the Austin 
Mobility Bond (aka Proposition 1), down 
near the bottom of the ballot, was perhaps 
also low on everybody’s mind on Tuesday. 
Last week we reported on a mistaken 
Twitter allegation that San Diego tycoon 
(and Trump supporter) Douglas F. Man¬ 



chester had contributed to the Prop 1 cam¬ 
paign - it was in fact the Manchester Texas 
Financial Group directed by son Douglas 
W. Manchester. Douglas W. subsequently 
told the Chronicle : “A recent social media 
tweet attempted to link my support of the 
City of Austin’s Prop 1 with Donald Trump. 
While I share aspirations with my father for 
quality development work, we have many 
different political views - and it’s ludicrous 
to try to connect dots between my support 
of Prop 1 to the presidential election. I 
would personally like Austinites to know I 
have not [and] will not support Trump. 
Furthermore, I strongly believe in the inher¬ 
ent rights of all - including women, LGBT, 
and minorities. The world needs more love 
and less hate - almost as badly as Austin 
needs real transportation solutions. Go 
Prop 1!”

Dan Patrick, Prestigious Media Critic: 

Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick sought to debunk the 
“mainstream media” claim that Republican 
women are turning on their own party after 
displays of misogyny from President-elect 
Donald Trump and Texas’ own conserva¬ 
tive Agricultural Commissioner Sid Miller. 
Last week, a since-fired campaign staffer in 
Miller’s office sent a tweet that referred to 
Dem nominee Hillary Clinton as a “cunt.” 
Patrick, Texas chairman of the Trump for 
President campaign, assured voters in a 
Nov. 4 release that Texas women are still 
solidly” behind the GOP ticket. 
Texas women were never going 
to support a pro-abortion, anti- 
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Election night produced seemingly contradictory numbers: Turnout in Travis County reached a 
new record, but the percentage was actually down from the last time the White House was open. In 
2008, a total of 402,832 registered voters cast their ballot, translating to 66.1% of registered voters. 
This year, total turnout reached 475,141, but that only translated to 64.9% of all registered voters. 

Initial signs indicated that this year should have beaten both records, with the county breaking 
its goal of registering 90% of all eligible voters, then a new record being set with 51% turnout in 
early voting. However, Election Day voting slipped dramatically. The math is simple: With the area’s 
population increase, plus the registration drive, there were more people on the rolls, but a smaller 
proportion turned out than had in the past.

said Israel. (For the record, Miller eventual¬

gun, tax and spend liberal 
who will pack the Supreme 
Court with people who want to 
take away our freedom of speech and 
expand abortion,” he said. (Nothing says 
respect for women in Texas than mans- 
plaining their voting behavior as a mono¬ 
lithic bloc!) Unfortunately for him, a dozen 
female political consultants, public offi¬ 
cials, lobbyists, and future politicians 
recently told the Texas Tribune that they 
“no longer feel welcome in the party they 
have spent decades helping build.” - M.T. 

Tweet Backlash: Speaking of Miller’s 
tweet storm, Texas Dem women held a press 
conference Nov. 2 slamming the derogatory 
tweet. Austin Council Members Delia 
Garza, Ann Kitchen, Kathie Tovo, Leslie 
Pool, former CM Laura Morrison, and 
Travis County Commissioner Brigid Shea 
stood in force to express their deep disap¬ 
proval. “It is not simply locker-room talk. It 
is an indication about what a group of peo¬ 
ple in this state and the community think 
about women - it’s not okay and we cannot 


pre-abortion sonogram law, should speak to 
where he stands on respecting women.) 

And there’s business backlash, too: An 
Austin ad design firm that has done work 
for the Texas Department of Agriculture 
since 2003 has threatened to stop offering 
its services unless Miller resigns. In a 
sharply worded letter, Neely Ashmun and 
Scott Herron of BAH! Design, Inc. wrote 
that Miller’s public display of disrespect is 
“proof” of his unfitness to hold office. “As 
proud Texans, we are personally offended 
by the dishonor you have done to our state, 
to our mothers, wives, daughters, and sis¬ 
ters and to the Texas men who hold these 
women in high regard,” they wrote. We’re 
betting Miller isn’t packing up his desk any¬ 
time soon. -M.T. 

Tokin’ Opposition? We Smoke to 
Forget? Red and Blue Make Green? The 
headlines just write themselves. There 
was a form of relief for many blue-state vot¬ 
ers on Tuesday, as California, Massachusetts, 
Nevada, and Maine all voted to legalize 
recreational marijuana. In Arizona, the 


only red state that had recreational pot on 
the ballot, the measure failed, 52-48%, 
though medical marijuana measures passed 
in four other red states: Florida, North 
Dakota, Montana, and Arkansas. Overall, 
that makes 28 states that have legalized 
medical marijuana, and eight plus the 
District of Columbia with legal recreational 
use. California is huge, of course, and 
though the specifics of the new law there 
have been controversial - especially among 
existing independent growers - advocates 
are stoked that the entire West Coast now 
has legal recreational use, while 
Massachusetts and Maine become the first 
such outposts east of the Rockies.

What doesn’t kill the death penalty only 
makes it stronger. Voters in Nebraska 

voted 2-to-l to bring capital punishment 
back to the Midwest state. The referendum 
repeals a 2015 decision to abolish execu¬ 
tions and replace such sentences with life 
without parole. Two states south in Okla¬ 
homa, voters decided through State Ques¬ 
tion 776 that capital punishment is neither 
cruel nor unusual, ushering in future con¬ 
flicts for defense and appeals attorneys 
planning to argue mitigation on the merits 
of the U.S. Constitution’s Eighth Amend¬ 
ment. In California, voters cast off Propo¬ 
sition 62, which would have replaced execu¬ 
tions with life without parole, by a vote of 
46% to 54%. Californians also voted in favor 
(51% to 49%) of Proposition 66, which will 
change the procedures governing state 
court appeals and petitions to expedite the 
process of moving a death row inmate 
through the appeals process (and toward 
their execution) faster than they are moved 
today. - Chase Hoffberger 
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The Art of Smuggling: At press time, Leston Lawrence, 35, an employee of 
the Royal Canadian Mint in Ottawa, was awaiting a court decision on charges 
that he stole $140,000 worth of thick gold coins (“pucks”) that, over time, were 
taken from the mint in his rectum. The mint’s “highest security measures” 
never turned up a puck on or in Lawrence; he was arrested after the mint 
investigated a tip that he had sold an unusual number of them for someone of 
his pay grade. 


Can’t Possibly Be True 

Kids as young as 6 who live on a cliff top 
in China’s Atule’er village in Sichuan province 
will no longer have to use flexible vine-based 
ladders to climb down and up the 2,600-foot 
descent from their homes to school. Beijing 
News disclosed in October, in a report carried 
by CNN, that a sturdy steel ladder was being 
built to aid the 400 villagers after breathtak¬ 
ing photographs of them making the treacher¬ 
ous commute surfaced on the internet earlier 
this year.

(“Youth Pastors”) 

Sentenced to six years in prison for sex 
with teenage girls (September): former Youth 
Pastor David Hayman, 38 (Hackensack, N.J.). 
Sentenced to six months in jail for sending 
inappropriate texts to teenage boys (August): 
former Youth Pastor Brian Burchfield 
(Shawnee, Okla.). Charged and awaiting trial 
for impregnating a 15-year-old girl (October): 
Youth Pastor Wesley Blackburn, 35 (New Paris, 
Pa.). Sentenced to 10 years in prison for sexu¬ 
al abuse of a 16-year-old girl (September): for¬ 
mer Youth Pastor Brian Mitchell, 31 (North 
Olmsted, Ohio). Charged and awaiting trial for 
luring teenagers into prostitution (October): 
Youth Pastor Ron Cooper, 52 (Miami). 
Sentenced to 90 days in jail as part of a sex 
assault case involving a 13-year-old girl 
(September): former Youth Pastor Christopher 
Hutchinson, 37 (Parker, Colo.). 

An “Ant” Version of Hell 

Researchers in Poland reported in August 
the “survival” of a colony of ants that wan¬ 
dered unsuspectingly into an old nuclear 


weapon bunker and became trapped. When 
researchers first noticed in 2013, they 
assumed the ants would soon die, either by 
freezing or starving to death, but, returning in 
2015 and 2016, they found the population 
stable. Their only guess: New ants were fall¬ 
ing into the bunker, “replacing” the dead 
ones. Thus, ants condemned to the bunker 
slowly starve, freezing, in total darkness, until 
newly condemned ants arrive and freeze and 
starve in total darkness - and on and on. 

Judicial Activism 

Jackson County, Mich., judge John McBain 
briefly gained notoriety in October when a 
Michigan news site released courtroom video 
of a December 2015 hearing in which McBain 
felt the need to throw off his robe, leap from 
the bench and tackle defendant Jacob Larson, 
who was resisting the one court officer on 
hand to restrain him. Yelling “Tase his ass 
right now,” McBain is shown holding on until 
help arrived - with Larson perhaps undermin¬ 
ing his earlier courtroom statements claiming 
it was his girlfriend, and not he, who was the 
aggressor in alleged stalking incidents. 

Names in Florida News 

Arrested in October and charged with kid¬ 
napping a 4-year-old girl in Lakeland: a truck 
driver, Mr. Wild West Hogs. Arrested in West 
Palm Beach in August and charged with tres¬ 
passing at a Publix supermarket (and scream¬ 
ing at employees), Mr. Vladimir Putin. And in 
August, at the dedication of a new unit at 
Tampa General Hospital’s pediatric center, 
longtime satisfied patients attended, includ¬ 
ing Maria Luva, who told guests her son, now 
8 years old, was born there: Ywlyox Luva. 


Perspective 

In 1921, researchers for the California 
Department of Fish and Wildlife stated cate¬ 
gorically in a journal that “the one predatory 
animal” inspiring practically nothing “good” is 
the mountain lion, but recent research in the 
journal Conservation Letters credits the ani¬ 
mal for saving the lives of many motorists by 
killing deer, thus tempering the current annu¬ 
al number (20,000) of driver-deer collisions. 
Even killing deer, mountain lions still trail 
pussycats as predators; researchers in 
Nature Communications in 2013 estimated 
that “free-ranging [U.S.] domestic cats” kill 
at least 1.4 billion birds and 6.9 billion small 
mammals annually. 

Least Competent Criminals 

On the way to the police station in 
Youngstown, Ohio, on Oct. 19, after being 
arrested for, among other things, being a 
felon in possession of a gun, Raymond 
Brooks, 25, asked an officer (apparently in 
all seriousness) whether, after he got booked 
at the station, he could have his gun back. 
(The police report did not specify whether the 
officer said yes or no.)

Cultural Center at the University of the Virgin 
Islands, facing foreclosure of her home by 
Firstbank Puerto Rico, decided she was not 
really “ChenziRa Davis-Kahina” but actually 
“Royal Daughter Sat Yah” of the “Natural 
Sovereign Indigenous Nation of ...

Imagine one day logging on to your social media site of 
choice - Facebook, Twitter, Snapchat, WhatHaveYou - only to 
find no one there. No other posters, no commenters, not even a 
troll, just a vast electronic void in which the only voice is yours, 
desperately pleading for someone, anyone, to talk to you. 

If the incessant chatter of our perpetually plugged-in age 
makes that scenario hard to picture, let me direct you to Hyde 
Park Theatre, where Capital T Theatre's spare yet fully fleshed 
production of Song About Himself will conjure it for you, and 
vividly. In the play’s hazy future, the internet has been bro¬ 
ken and unpopulated for so long that the Web has degraded 
into the Weed, and people have grown so isolated from one

another that their speech has devolved into mumbling. There, 
a woman named Carol has learned of a site called YouSpake 
and worked hard to gain entrance (learning to play jazz on a 
clarinet to meet its password requirement) in hopes of finding 
people with whom she can “back-and-forth,” only to discover 
once she logs in that she’s the sole person there. 

The setup calls to mind one of those episodes of 
The Twilight Zone in which someone has been mys¬ 
teriously separated from the rest of humanity and is 
seized by the existential dread of that detachment. 

And Cap T Artistic Director Mark Pickell generates a 
similar disorienting disconnection and chilling unease 
from it. His actors traverse the empty space 
in the center of Hyde Park’s new in-the-round 
arrangement in lines that keep them at 
odd angles to one another, their eyes never 
meeting. Instead, they peer intently into the 
darkness, searching for contact that never 
comes, and as time wears on, this lack of 
connection grows increasingly unnatural and 
unsettling. The theatre’s intimate interior feels as immense as 
the Antarctic wastes. 

Carol’s aloneness in that expanse is made palpable by 
Katherine Catmull, clutching a clarinet and bearing the 
beaten, haunted look of a refugee. She makes clear how 
Carol had seen YouSpake as a shelter, her safe harbor, and 
its emptiness is a betrayal that sparks in her a fury. She 
vents to the site’s only other presence, “the unnamed host 
or hostess,” YouSpake’s electronic moderator/gatekeeper, 
but this entity has its own agenda: getting Carol to “lengthy- 
post” in the grand oratorical style of the Weed’s glory days. 

So it deflects her complaints and cadges Carol into posting 
about herself. (Jason Phelps’ Host/Hostess may be the most 
pleasant-voiced and devious A.I. since HAL 9000.) But its plan 


is stymied when another human slips onto the site: the awk¬ 
ward, inarticulate mail carrier Tod, who can’t be understood 
by YouSpake’s voice-recognition software when he speaks but 
can be when he sings (Ken Webster, not singing but pushing 
himself to a level of deeply affecting vulnerability we’ve rarely 
seen). Tod’s arrival feeds Carol’s hopes for communica¬ 
tion even as she fears he may be a creation of the 
Weed, a virus masquerading as a human. 

And so, as Carol, the Host/Hostess, and Tod 
do their disconnected dance across the space, the 
question of identity comes to loom larger. Who are 
we? And how do we connect with another person if 

we can’t answer that? We see how hard it 
is in a future world of perpetual slush and 
mumbling, where no one speaks because 
no one reads and no one reads because 
no one writes. But salted throughout Song 
About Himself are shards of poetry by Walt 
Whitman - the title itself an allusion to his 
verse - which reminds us of his eloquence in 
celebrating the self, his brilliance in considering every aspect 
of his own mind and body and using that self-understanding to 
expand his appreciation of others, of society, of the cosmos. 
Playwright Mickle Maher, who’s been known to mash up unlike¬ 
ly elements to great effect (superheroes and Shakespeare’s 
The Tempest in Spirits to Enforce, the Bush-Kerry debates and 
Albert Camus in The Strangerer, both produced by Capital T), 
mashes up Whitman and social media to show us how the 
words of the poet - words words words in musical, explosive, 
thrilling combinations - may unlock the mystery of identity. 
With his words and Maher’s in the care of the three actors and 
director who made Maher’s There Is a Happiness That Morning 
Is such a pleasure, this show sings, reassuring us that “every 
atom belonging to me as good belongs to you.”

Revolve Austin, an event presented by 
NunaMaana Immersive Dance Theatre and 
Verge Dance Company, gathered nine dance 
groups at the 19th-century Charles Johnson 
House, near Austin High. Advertised as 
a “party,” the event began with pre-show 


mingling - lubricated by a signature cock¬ 
tail, the grapefruit-and-vodka greyhound, or 
“Sparklehound” in this context, ladled out 
with red plastic cups - in the expansive front 
yard of the house. The weather was lovely, 
and the area around the large live oak was 


lit expectantly and flanked on one side by 
a rigged-up trapeze lyra (like an industrial- 
strength hula hoop fused with a trapeze, 
for aerial work) and on the other by a raised 
stage. After half an hour, a group of dancers 
gathered beneath the tree, their bare feet 
quickly becoming muddy as they danced a 
playful, eerie ritual. Performers with painted 
faces ascended the lyra. The doors to the 
house opened, and the audience was free to 
roam among the various dance works being 
simultaneously performed inside and outside. 

There was no thread cohering the event as 
a whole, nor were all of its parts necessar¬ 
ily site-specific works; several of the works, 
in fact, seemed not to regard the context of 

2 the event or venue at all. But a work in the 

3 narrow kitchen of the house, “Still Life 375°” 

" by the collective Blipswitch, was an engaging 
| exemplar of the possibilities. The group had 

| transformed the space, its long banks of cabi- 
s nets and mismatched ovens usually seen only 
? by caterers of the weddings that take place 
on the grounds, into a kitschy underground 
party where the help hang out in their under¬ 
pants, have whipped-cream fights, and throw 
popcorn on the floor. Viewing the scene from 
outside the door frame was like looking into 
a peephole diorama, with scale and context 
contributing to the glow and vibrancy of a 
quirky interior world. 

An airy room upstairs housed a wildly dif¬ 
ferent offering: a duet with silks performed 
by aerialists Anika Jones and Amy Myers, 


performing here with Rapt Aerial Dance 
(they’ve also worked with Blue Lapis Light). 
Myers lunged outward, restrained by a silk 
around her waist, and then perched in a 
windowsill while Jones, an exceedingly grace¬ 
ful and enrapturing dancer, climbed the silk 
effortlessly and descended it in slow rolls. In 
the intimate space, we could see the truth 
behind Jones’ control and suppleness on 
the silk: her superhuman, lean musculature, 
power that rendered her silk solo an uninter¬ 
rupted extension into sculpture and space. 

Of course, there were other performances 
in other parts of the house, but reviewing 
this kind of event presents a dilemma for 
the critic. In the interest of objectivity and 
information-gathering, the critic-as-journalist 
should observe and give equal attention to 
as much of the work offered as possible. 

But in the interest of reporting on the experi¬ 
ence from the audience and considering 
a work within its own context, the critic- 
as-audience member should respect the 
conventions of the event, which invited 
audience members to move freely among 
the works, choose to spend time with some 
works over others, and determine when to 
leave. While I assumed the responsibility of 
visiting all the works at least briefly, I happily 
allowed the latter charge to win out - both 
at the event and in writing this response. 

At a certain point, I glanced around at the 
“party,” still going strong, and decided that I 
was finished. - Jonelle Seitz

Tammie Rubin’s “Before I Knew You, I 
Missed You” offers variations on the cone. 
Her sculptures are small, standing only a 
few inches high at their largest, but they are 
collected in families spread over shelves 
so their small stature is made up for with 
quantity and presence. The sculptures are 
mostly porcelain, though one grouping, Illinois 


Central, is made from glass beakers. Always 
& Forever (Forever Ever Ever) 2 is more typi¬ 
cally ambiguous. Nineteen porcelain cones 
are spread, pointed ends up. Some of the 
ends are sharp as witches’ hats; others 
are rounded. Some cones are thin and tall; 
others are squat. I mentioned “families” 
earlier, which is appropriate, as the cones 


are bunched together like they’re gathered 
for a portrait. Each cone is decorated with 
its own pattern of multicolored polyps and 
lines. A few of the cones, not only in Always & 
Forever (Forever Ever Ever) 2, but also in the 
other pieces in the series, Always & Forever 
(Forever Ever Ever) 1 and 3, are decorated 
with maps of the United States. The map 
represented on a cone in Always & Forever 
(Forever Ever Ever) 1 is made from count¬ 
less daubs of white like points of light seen 
from a satellite, except for the southeastern 
United States, which is left blank so only the 
blue pigment beneath can be seen. 

The maps speak to Rubin’s interest in the 
Great Migration, the historic resettlement 
of African-Americans from the Deep South 
into northern cities in the early to mid-20th 
century. The Great Migration theme seems 
relevant to the maps, but it is essential given 
the most striking detail, which I have saved 
until now: Each porcelain cone has been 
given two holes, reminiscent of eyes. The 
result is a dramatic and ominous reference to 
the Ku Klux Klan. Rubin explains that it was 
the 1915 film The Birth of a Nation - which 
idealized the Klan as heroes rescuing the 
South from rampant, violent freedmen - that 
cemented the robe and pointed mask as 
inseparable from the Klan itself. The uniform, 
she says, which was created by costume 
designers for the film, would eventually 


come to represent some of the ugliest, most 
shameful, most pathetic aspects of America’s 
post-Civil War history. 

While it may be possible to see other 
things in Rubin’s work (some of the show’s 
literature mentioned traffic cones as an 
option), it would seem dense to stray too 
far from the obvious racial implications. So 
perhaps one can read traffic cones and race, 
or science and race, or cartography and 
race. I struggle to pin down an interpreta¬ 
tion, beyond visual interest, for the color and 
texture applied to each figure (a more useful 
term here than “cone”), though I am quite 
pleased with the contrast between Klan uni¬ 
forms and party hats. 

Rubin’s figures are not only menacing. My 
party hat reference should speak to that. 
Perhaps if the figures were larger, they might 
seem more violent, more threatening. As they 
are, the figures are eye-catching and detailed 
enough that one is drawn in rather than 
repelled. The Klan may be evident, but the 
figures also speak to the African-American 
experience, so that a more compassion¬ 
ate, gentle, and persevering story begins to 
unfold. One need not see Rubin’s figures as 
enemies. They are too sympathetic for that. 

It is significant, then, that they are placed 
at eye-level, as one way or another, we are 
asked to look directly into them, and they can 
look right back. - Sam Anderson-Ramos

DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


Cotten’s BBQ is again a culinary force in the Coastal Bend area of 
the Texas coast. A descendant of the legendary Joe Cotten’s 
Barbecue, formerly of Robstown, Michael Cotten is carrying on the 
family tradition. 

The original Cotten’s burned down in 2011 after 43 years on U.S. 
77 north of Corpus Christi. The institution began as a beer joint in 
1947, and became known statewide for its smoked meats and wait¬ 
ers wearing maroon vests and bow ties. The joint was visited by presi¬ 
dents and celebrities, and made Texas Monthly’s list of top 50 Texas 
barbecue places in 1997. 

Joe’s sons, Cecil and Kenneth, hoped the family business would be 
rebuilt at the location, but it never was. For a short period, Kenneth, 
the former manager of the destroyed establishment, operated an off¬ 
shoot in San Antonio, but not enough customers recognized the name. 

In 2012, Cecil’s nephew, Michael, started building his own mes- 
quite-scented barbecue reputation up the road from Robstown in 
Calallen. A loyal clientele has helped expand the smoke shop from a 
“to-go only” food trailer, to a dining room, and now a second location 
in Portland on the north side of Corpus. 

Mike Cotten’s BBQ’s smoking stations are at 15013 Northwest 
Blvd. in Calallen and 1702 U.S. 181 in Portland across the Harbor 
Bridge from Corpus Christi. With a nod to his grandfather’s traditions, 
the waiters wear red aprons and bow ties, and the tables are covered 
in red checkered tablecloths.

Learning the 
Language 

Amy Adams shines in humanist sci-fi film Arrival

Arrival has a puzzle at its center, one that 
we’ve toyed with many times before: What 
do we do when the aliens arrive and, just 
as important, how do we communicate with 
them? This is the conundrum confronting 
the protagonists of Denis Villeneuve’s new 
film, the depressed linguist Louise Banks 
(Adams, crushing it), and Ian Donnelly 
(Renner), a cosmologist with a healthy 
dose of brainiac optimism. Louise 
is depressed because her daughter 
has died young from an illness. This 
information is relayed in a painful 
but perfectly pitched montage that 
echoes the entire film’s sense of 
wonder and sorrow. The antagonists, 
as per usual, are not necessarily 
the recent intergalactic arrivals but 
instead the militaries of the world 
who - again, as ever - can’t seem to 
unite unless Jeff Goldblum is some¬ 
how involved. The human race itself 
is indicted, as the appearance of twelve 
stony, ovum-shaped UFOs appear hovering 
just yards over the earth at various far-flung 
locales. Linguist and scientist must race 
against the worst natures of their own spe¬ 
cies and learn to converse with the aliens 
before global catastrophe. 

Arrival is a thoughtfully realistic depiction 
of how such an event might play out, and 
with Adams in the lead, it’s also a deeply 
soulful film, shot through with loss, regret, 


and hope. Like almost all great sci-fi films 
it’s less about the alien unknown than 
it is about the human condition. Fans of 
Interstellar will recognize its vibe straight¬ 
away, and tonally the film owes a great 
debt to Robert Wise’s 1951 genre classic 
The Day the Earth Stood Still (not to be 
confused with the execrable 2008 “re¬ 
imagining”). The script, adapted by 
Eric Heisserer from Ted Chiang’s fine 
short story, is a model of nuance and 
restraint most of the time - there’s 
one superficial and distracting sub¬ 
plot about a steely-eyed soldier that 
feels oddly out of place - but it’s the 
striking imagery and ominous sound 
design that really stick with you. 

No, scratch that last bit. What 
really stays stuck in your memory 
long after the movie has ended and 
the world has been saved, or just as 
likely not, is the ache at the heart 
of the world Villeneuve has created. Louise, 
lost in her grief until she is confronted by 
something even more powerful, is a decid¬ 
edly unconventional sci-fi heroine, but one 
whose suffering and revelations feel as 
intimately recognizable as a starry night 
or a tear on a pillow.

“The fact remains that getting people right 
is not what living is all about anyway. It’s get¬ 
ting them wrong that is living, getting them 
wrong and wrong and wrong and then, on 
careful reconsideration, getting them wrong 
again. That’s how we know we’re alive: We’re 
wrong.” Pull just about anybody’s copy of 
American Pastoral off the shelf, and likely 
this page is dog-eared, and not just because 
the passage rings dispiritingly true about the 
human condition. It’s also a potent precis of 
the whole book’s chewing over of identity - 
personal, political, public-facing, self-denying. 

In Philip Roth’s novel, the “getting them 
wrong” idea comes courtesy of the aging 
novelist (and regular Roth alter ago) Nathan 
Zuckerman as he reflects on his one-time 
childhood hero, Seymour Levov. The movie 
uses Zuckerman more sparingly - he’s just 
the bookend narrator, carted out to introduce 
the story of Seymour, and then usher us to 
the exit. 

Football hero, World War II vet, and model 
of decency, Seymour (played by McGregor) is 
nicknamed the Swede on account of his fair 
looks and how “lightly” (as the book puts 
it) he wears his Jewishness. (Troublingly, 
this film adaptation wears the subject of 
Jewishness even more lightly yet.) When the 
Swede returns home from the war, he mar¬ 
ries a gentile and former Miss America con¬ 
testant named Dawn (Connelly). The Levovs 
chase their American Dream to the suburbs 
of Newark, where they have a child, Merry, 
who develops a stutter - her psychoanalyst

says it’s in reaction to Dawn’s pageant good 
looks. Merry feels deeply and obsesses 
easily; after she watches the 1963 self- 
immolation of a Buddhist monk on the nightly 
news, she crawls into bed between her par¬ 
ents, hiccuping back sobs. Hugging her from 
both sides, her parents share a look of worry 

- and bewilderment. They don’t know it yet, 
but those sobs mark the first stirrings of a 
radicalization that will upend their lives once 
teenaged Merry (Fanning) vows to “bring the 
war home” by way of a homemade bomb. 

Problem is, the filmmakers seem just as 
bewildered as to how to distill Roth’s Pulitzer 
Prize winner, which is rightly shortlisted in 
any conversation about a (if not the) Great 
American novel. The adaptation, by screen¬ 
writer John Romano and McGregor, debut¬ 
ing as a director, roughly sticks to the plot 
points of the novel but sheds its nuance, and 
reduces Zuckerman’s role to a mere back¬ 
ground information delivery system. The film 
more or less gets what American Pastoral 
is about - a guy who lives a charmed life, 
until he doesn’t - but not what it means, or 
the significance in who is telling the story. It 
rejects the novel’s more sophisticated nar¬ 
rative of an imagined history - Zuckerman’s 
invented account of the Swede’s inner life 

- for a straightforward and ultimately unillu¬ 
minating portrait of generational upheaval in 
midcentury America. 

“That’s how we know we’re alive: We’re 
wrong.” The filmmakers move this crucial 
passage to the end of the film, but lose 
its epiphanic purpose. In those eight words, 
Roth signaled tension and release; over the 
course of 108 minutes, this film conveys 
little of either.

Suicide is an unknowable affair for the 
living, a gruesome act that never fully 
makes sense to those who didn’t perceive 
the deceased individual’s depth of pain 
and are left with shock and disbelief. It is 
something that defies complete comprehen¬ 
sion. Thus, it’s appropriate that Antonio 
Campos’ Christine, with a screenplay by 
Craig Shilowich, is open-ended, proffering no 
single explanation for the suicide of Christine 
Chubbuck, the Sarasota, Fla., reporter who 
shot herself in the head during a live TV 
news broadcast in July 1974. What the 
movie does show is some of Chubbuck’s life 
during her final weeks and the personal, pro¬ 
fessional, romantic, and familial issues that 
roiled above and below the surface. Although 
we get a sense of the woman, the movie 
indicts no particular event as the reason she 
took her own life. Her garish suicide is, ulti¬ 
mately, as unknowable as it is sensational. 

Rebecca Hall gives an extraordinary per¬ 
formance as Chubbuck, and this is what 
keeps us tuned in to the movie more than 
the storyline, whose conclusion has been 
foretold by history. There’s always been 
a ghoulish quality to our fascination with

JEFF NICHOLS CRAFTS AN INTIMATE PORTRAIT OF 
A MARRIAGE THAT CHANGED HISTORY IN LOVING

At the heart of Jeff Nichols’ new film 
Loving, there’s a picture. A couple on the 
couch, in a modest house in rural Virginia. 
His buzz-cut head is on her lap, his legs 
stretched out, so as to keep his work boots 
off the scuffed upholstery. She’s got a ciga¬ 
rette in her left hand, perched over her wed¬ 
ding ring. They’re both laughing, watching 
TV after a long day. 

What makes the picture important is that 
what they were doing was illegal. Richard 
Loving was white. His wife, Mildred Loving, 
was black. In 1965, when Life magazine ran 
that photograph, the couple being togeth¬ 
er broke Virginia’s laws banning interra¬ 
cial marriage. It was the lawsuit bearing 
their name, Loving v. Virginia, that ended 
miscegenation laws nationwide. But for 
Nichols, their story isn’t about trial dates 
and Supreme Court hearings. He said, “It’s 
about marriage, and commitment.” 

Austin-based Nichols first heard about 
their story in the most prosaic way possible - 
the producers emailed him. Documentarian 
Nancy Buirski made The Loving Story for 
HBO, and they were interested in turning 
it into a narrative feature. Nichols’ initial 
reaction was surprise that he had never 
heard of the Loving suit before. He said, 
“That seemed wrong, that I wouldn’t know 
about a story like this. That this landmark 
civil rights Supreme Court decision isn’t 
taught in schools, [that] it’s not understood. 
That bothered me.” 

It’s one of the pivotal cases in the his¬ 
tory of equal rights in America. In 1958, 
18-year-old Mildred Jeter (Ruth Negga, 
Preacher ) and 22-year-old Richard Loving 
(Joel Edgerton, The Gift ) traveled from 
Central Point, Va., to Washington, D.C., to 
be married. After returning home, they 
were arrested and convicted of violating the 


state’s Racial Integrity Act of 1924. Rather 
than go to jail, they took the judge’s offer 
of leaving the state, but finally grew tired of 
this exile, and challenged the ruling and the 
law all the way to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Or rather, the American Civil Liberties 
Union did. Nichols described the Lovings 
themselves as “apolitical. ... I’m watching 
this documentary, I went, ‘Oh, these people 
have nothing to do with this court case. 
They’re the inciting incident, but in terms 
of the day-to-day, this isn’t a courtroom 
drama.’ Well, good, because I don’t want to 
make that [film].” 

The story was his way of approaching 
something inauthentic about many civil 
rights dramas, where simplistic lines are 
drawn, and metaphor drowns out real¬ 
ity. Instead, he drew on his own family’s 
experiences in Arkansas, where the law 
was one thing, but the reality of farming 
life was another. Skin color seems a lot 
less important when you’ve got a tractor 
that needs fixing, or a crop to pick before 
the first frost. “When I grew up, listening 
to my dad talking about growing up poor 
in the South in the Forties, Fifties, and 
Sixties, it was, ‘We just always depended 
on one another.’ Yes, absolutely there was 
segregation and separate bathrooms and 
water fountains and lunch counters and 
all of those destructive things, and much 
worse. But it seemed like nobody had ever 
talked about the codependence of these 
two communities.” 

While he avoids metaphors within the 
narrative, Nichols sees the era’s segrega¬ 
tionist instincts as worryingly analogous to 
modern political discussions in Texas. “We 
have these people trying to wave wands and 
deport people. Don’t you understand that 
our lives are connected?” 


Aside from being Nichols’ first overtly 
political film, Loving is also his first period 
piece. That created a fresh challenge for 
the director, who has specialized in mak¬ 
ing recognizable but somehow fantastical 
worlds. He said, “I can walk on the film set 
for Midnight Special and look at a motel 
and say, ‘This isn’t right.’ But I can’t walk 
onto this film set and do that.” 

He credited production designer Chad 
Keith and costume designer Erin Benach 
with keeping him “period correct.” However, 
this was also an opportunity to broach 
another inauthenticity. In re-creating the 
postwar era, he said, many films end up 
“kind of bubble gum, and a big part of that 
is the cars. When you’re making a period 
film, you reach out to all these car clubs, 
and these guys turn up with their period- 
correct cars, and they’re all really shiny, 
because they’ve been polishing them with a 
diaper every weekend.” 

Just as Buirski’s HBO film brought him 
to the story, so the period footage she used 
- much of it shot by pioneering female 
documentarian Hope Ryden - showed him 
how wrong that sparkling vision was. After 
a couple of years of driving with sun-beaten 
Fifties paint down Virginia back roads, a car 
would “look like shit,” said Nichols, “so the 
first thing we did was we took all these cars 
and we dulled them all.” He took the same 
approach with clothing: “I just felt that you 
needed to sit on it for a little bit, and every¬ 
thing needs to look lived in.” ■

her on-air suicide, and any biographical/psy¬ 
chological study has to confront its exploit¬ 
ative impulses. Christine offers us bits and 
pieces of the things that were feeding the 
reporter’s anxieties, and along the way paints 
a believable portrait of a woman in crisis, but 
the filmmakers never fully answer why it’s 
important to share her experience with the 
audience. Yet, Chubbuck is certainly in the 
Zeitgeist because Christine joins Kate Plays 
Christine as two movies out in 2016 based 
upon her life. (Both movies also premiered 
at Sundance 2016.) 

Hall plays Chubbuck with a discomfiting 
mix of self-abnegation and brash initiative. 
Always trying to improve her skills and 
advance in her career, she is also beset by 
damaging self-criticism and social awkward¬ 
ness. A 29-year-old virgin, she has a big 
crush on the news anchor (Michael C. Hall), 
but does nothing about it. She lives in close 
quarters with her mother (Smith-Cameron), 
suffers abdominal pain from an ovarian cyst, 
and seems to undergo serious mood swings. 
Her news director (Letts) berates her to fall in 
with the “if it bleeds, it leads” ethos, which 
she rejects, and the whiff of sexism is in the 
air. Hall’s facial control gives expression to 
her tensions, which can also be observed in 
the character’s gait and physical movements. 
Campos often shoots Chubbuck in shadow, 
as though she were a hulking silhouette, pres¬ 
ent, but only in outline. Christine also faithfully 
re-creates the Seventies in its clothing, music, 
and cars. It’s a lovely period piece that also 
captures a good sense of the TV news busi¬ 
ness and its evolving technology. And lest 
these things pass unnoticed, the film closes 
with the “Love Is All Around” theme music 
from The Mary Tyler Moore Show. 

Fascinating, troubling, and dutiful, 
Christine, if nothing else, houses a great 
performance.

Ann Arbor proto-punk godheads Iggy & the 
Stooges remain as iconic today as they ever 
were, and this Jim Jarmusch documentary 
is a loving, loud, and thoroughly entertaining 
tribute to the band and their dirty, gutter- 
glam influence. 

I should probably note right off the bat that 
my wedding march was the Stooges’ slather- 
ingly romantic love-dirge “I Wanna Be Your 
Dog,” so you know where I stand on the sub¬ 
ject, but Gimme Danger stands plenty well on 
its own, or rather, like Mr. Pop (ne Osterberg), 
writhes, contorts, and fun house mirrors the 
history of the times that birthed the band in 
all its collapsing American glory. Jarmusch’s 
ode to anarchic joy is first and foremost 
important for putting the band in a historical 
context. Like their “big brother band,” Detroit’s 
politically revolutionary MC5, the Stooges were 
birthed from the eroding American dream with 
the truncheon crunch of the ’68 Democratic 
National Convention as an everlasting under¬ 
tone. While the 5 went deep down with their 
support of the Black Panthers and eventually 
paid the price for it, the Stooges were always

seemingly too feral for such trivialities as 
engaging in the incendiary partisan politics 
of the time. They just wanted to rock, and so 
they did. The rest is history, but really cool his¬ 
tory, if you know what I mean. They kicked out 
the jams and then some. 

Osterberg has popped up in Jarmusch’s 
oeuvre before, with fellow fringe traveler 
Tom Waits in the “Somewhere in California” 
segment of the director’s underappreciated 
Coffee and Cigarettes shorts anthology. But 
here Jarmusch declares, straight off the 
introductory bat, that the Stooges were “the 
greatest rock & roll band ever.” (Clash fans 
may quibble.) From there, he intercuts a 
lengthy, often hilariously droll “interrogation” 
of his subject, lounging in what looks like a 
golden throne, with a series of blackout seg¬ 
ments that document the various phases 
of the band. Pop, still as wiry and tan as a 
desiccated desert rat all these years later, 
recalls his early love for Chicago blues and 
the formative meetings between himself - 
originally a drummer - and future sibling 
bandmates Ron (guitar) and Scott Asheton 
(proper madcap drumming), bassist Dave 
Alexander, and later, second guitarist James 
Williamson. Signed to Elektra by Danny Fields 
(himself the subject of the recent doc Danny 
Says), their first self-titled album was pro¬ 
duced by the Velvet Underground’s John Cale. 

Jarmusch deftly tells the tale of the wild 
child and his band itself - much of which has 
been documented before - but manages to 
dig up some new dirt, too. He also uses a 
barrage of canny clips from Sixties-era televi¬ 
sion (The Addams Family) and movies (John 
Wayne) to leaven what might otherwise be 
an often overly dire, drug-addled story. One 
particularly fine moment has Iggy calling 
Moe Howard of the Three Stooges on the 
phone to ask permission to use the Stooges 
name. By the end of this tight and timely 
documentary - once again, we’re a nation in 
chaos, breeding some ridiculously fine rock 
& roll while the world burns - both fans and 
newcomers to the Stooges will leave with 
the hairs on their inner ears singed (thanks 
partly to the film’s particularly forceful sound 
design) and a song in their heart, even if that 
song is “Your Pretty Face Is Going to Hell.”

With a handful of shorts and her feature 
debut in 2007 (the pitch perfect Viva), Anna 
Biller quickly established herself as one of 
most exciting filmmakers of the past decade. 
Harnessing a throwback style of Sixties and 
Seventies exploitation films, Biller meticulously 
crafts her movies with such care that it would 
make Wes Anderson weep. I’ve always grap¬ 
pled with the word auteur, but there is no other 
word to describe her. Biller creates the sets, 
the costumes, and scours antique shops to fill 
the frame with the perfect props, and when she 
can’t find them, she makes them. Her use of 
the tropes and styles of genre are masterfully 
done, and she inserts a brilliant feminist sub¬ 
version as a through line in her work. 

While Viva turned the “bored housewife 
discovering the sexual revolution” subgenre 
on its head, her latest film The Love Witch 
burrows deep into the Satanism and witch¬ 
craft films of the early Seventies (before The 
Exorcist violently put an end to that). Shot in 
vibrant Technicolor by M. David Mullen, the 
film begins with Elaine (Robinson, in a star¬ 
making turn), a self-proclaimed witch, leaving 
behind San Francisco and a dead husband 
for an idyllic, small California town. It doesn’t 
take long for the men to take notice, and 
then the bodies start piling up. Biller infuses 
the film with such style, such elegance, such 
joie de vivre, that I had a smile on my face 
for the whole running time. She is a film¬ 
maker unlike any other working today. I just 
hope it doesn’t take another 10 years for her 
to make her next one.

Today, this crimi¬ 
nalization of matrimony seems unfathomable, 
but for simple country folk Richard Loving 
(Edgerton), a white man, and Mildred Loving

(Negga), an African-American woman, it was a 
waking nightmare that lasted nine years until 
the United States Supreme Court struck down 
Virginia’s anti-miscegenation statute as uncon¬ 
stitutional in 1967. (The Court most recently 
referenced that decision’s characterization of 
marriage as a fundamental right in likewise 
invalidating bans against same-sex marriage 
in 2015.) Loving (a title that works on more 
than one level) unhurriedly recounts this hus¬ 
band and wife’s near decade-long ordeal in 
a manner commiserate with their quiet and 
unwavering commitment to each other. The 
pacing is slow and thoughtful. Director/screen¬ 
writer Nichols (Mud, Take Shelter) no doubt 
calibrates the film so deliberately to convey 
how this grossly unfair law constantly weighs 
on the Lovings, particularly when they risk 
long-term imprisonment upon returning from 
exile to the state they call home. (A scene 
late in the film, in which Richard panics as 
a speeding car kicking up a trail of dust bar¬ 
rels toward their isolated rural home, is a wry 
comment on the lack of artificial high drama 
here.) Even when you know how this story 
ends, based on a familiarity with the precedent 
the couple’s legal challenge established, you 
still feel anxious as time drags on and on 
and on. Though it’s impossible to know exactly 
how these two people felt in coping with this 
untenable situation - they only wanted to 
get married and raise a family, nothing else 
- Nichols gives you a damn good idea, even 
when it slightly wears your patience. 

All too frequently, historical and biographi¬ 
cal films bestow a saintly nobility upon their 
subject matter, transforming human beings 
into purposely constructed symbols. When 
that happens, a movie can become preachy 
and annoying. Loving skirts this temptation 
and, except for a couple of scripted platitudes 
uttered by Mildred (Negga in a performance 
so pure and uncomplicated she gets away 
with it), it resists glorifying these reluctant 
heroes, David Wingo’s swelling score aside. 
Indeed, Richard’s inability to easily verbal¬ 
ize his feelings defines the film’s aesthetic. 
He speaks as if words must pry themselves 
from his mouth to be heard, similar to the 
way Heath Ledger’s Ennis Del Mar struggled 
to express himself in Brokeback Mountain. 
But when the inexperienced ACLU lawyer rep¬ 
resenting the couple (a strangely cast Kroll, 
who smiles a lot) asks Richard what he would 
like him to tell the members of the Supreme 
Court during oral argument, the usually inar¬ 
ticulate man gives a response so simple 
and distilled you want to reach out and hug 
him: “Tell the judge I love my wife.” Up to 
this point, Edgerton’s earnest performance 
has felt a tad actorly, but in that sweet-spot 
moment, it rings like a wedding bell.

Christian Wolff (Affleck) is a math savant-cum-assassin. 
Affleck hits all the character’s notes: socially inept nerd, 
aloof and obsessive autistic adult, and precision-coiled 
and affectless killer. Wolff’s been told that he needs to cool 
his criminal trail for a while and take a standard job as a 
forensic accountant. While he’s laying low at an electronics 
firm, a staff accountant (Kendrick) discovers a financial 
discrepancy that needs investigating - a step that launches 
the motivationally unclear actions of a group of killers (led 
by Jon Bernthal). At the same time, Wolff is being hunted by 
the U.S. government. There’s a lot of moving parts and dan¬ 
gling questions, and even though they’re all brought togeth¬ 
er in the end, they feel disconnected while they’re occurring, 
leaving the movie with a disjointed feel. Wolff may not need 
emotional underpinnings, but the audience may want a bet¬ 
ter understanding of who he’s killing and why. The movie’s 
sum is less than some of its parts.

Peter Berg’s Deepwater Horizon is a hybrid/throwback 
to Seventies disaster films that documents the catastroph¬ 
ic event that led to 11 deaths on the titular oil rig, but 
not the lasting consequences. Wahlberg’s Mike Williams 
is headed out for a stint on the rig, already missing his 
wife Felicia (Hudson) and daughter Sydney (Allen). When 
things go tits up, and the oil rig becomes a flaming death 
trap, the film’s purpose comes into view.

The supercharged trailers for Suicide Squad have 
primed the public appetite for the film’s late-summer 
appearance. Yet the zippy material that works so well in 
two-minute advertising spurts has a diminished payoff 
in the two-hour movie in which no amount of sass and 
snap can compensate for the overall dullness of the 
plot and monotony of the team mission. Constrained by 
its PG-13 rating, the jokey perversity of Suicide Squad 
can’t begin to match the heights or depths of this year’s 
superhero breakout hit, Deadpool. The film’s bad-guy 
heroes are a conceptually interesting bunch, but beyond 
their physical appearances and initial introductions, they 
fail to reward sustained interest. And the villains are even 
duller. There’s no one to root for in this movie, and no one 
whose prospects we care about. Several plot points lack 
coherence, and inserted flashbacks add to a sense of the 
film having been fused into shape in the editing room.

Sidney Poitier and 
Hepburn’s niece Katharine Houghton are the engaged 
biracial couple who force mom and dad to challenge 
their personal views on race relations. Tracy would die 
soon after production and so the tears onscreen are 
heartbreakingly real. The film’s moral compass regard¬ 
ing interracial marriage is, sadly, as applicable to today 
as it was then. - Marc Savlov 


While I was blown away by Jeremy Irons’ perfor¬ 
mance in Cronenberg’s disturbing freak-out Dead 
Ringers, it was this film by Barbet Schroeder that 
garnered him a Best Actor Oscar. Irons cooly 
embodies the upper-class eccentricities of Claus 
von Bulow, a European aristocrat accused of kill¬ 
ing his wife (Glenn Close).

Brandy Zidan opens 


Son of pioneering Austin bluesman Doyle 
Bramhall (1949-2011), DBII arrives with a 
thoroughbred’s musical pedigree. 

“The blues scene in Austin with my dad 
and the Vaughans was my family,” recalled 
the guitarist. “I grew up indebted to that.” 

Apprenticing as the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds’ rhythm guitarist begin¬ 
ning at 18, the Dallas-born virtuoso 
joined Charlie Sexton and Double 
Trouble’s Chris Layton and Tommy 
Shannon in the Arc Angels in the 
early Nineties. After the locals’ implo¬ 
sion, his trio of solo discs between 1996 
and 2001 marinated in the minor pentaton¬ 
ic circularity of Buddy Guy. His contemporary 
flare fused to rich, honey-scotch vocals and 
sound songwriting. 

Fifteen years on - after becoming Eric 
Clapton’s co-producer and clocking studio 


time with Elton John and Erykah Badu - 
his chops froth again on October’s Rich 
Man. Bluesman on “Mama Can’t Help You” 
and soul troubadour in “November,” DBII 
penned the latter for his father, who co-wrote 
Stevie Ray Vaughan’s “Life by the Drop” 
and “The House Is Rockin’.” 

“It’s remembering the old times 
of us listening to blues records,” 
says Bramhall. “I’m trying to talk to 
him, reconnect to his spirit.” 

Divine intervention shook him on 
a trip to Africa, translating on Rich Man 
into eerie vibrations of the sarangi, oud, and 
guitar-god chem trails. 

“Letting go of the fear of the unknown led 
to the greatest experiences,” he says of his 
trip to Mali and Morocco. “I learned to trust 
the universe and myself.”

When Gail Zappa, wife of rock iconoclast 
Frank, died in late 2015, she left control of 
the Zappa Family Trust to her youngest chil¬ 
dren, Ahmet and Diva. That didn’t sit well 
with elder sibs Dweezil and Moon, and 
the fight became public earlier this 
year. Performing under the moniker 
Zappa Plays Zappa, Dweezil has kept 
his father’s innovative music alive by 
performing to audiences worldwide 
for more than a decade. 

After being informed he could no lon¬ 
ger use ZPZ and a dispute over money due 
for performance and merchandise erupted, 
the preternaturally gifted guitarist dubbed 
this current trek “50 Years of Frank: Dweezil 
Zappa Plays Whatever the Fuck He Wants - 
The Cease and Desist Tour.” 

“They’ve actually tried to make things 
worse [since then] by trying to trademark the 


surname Zappa,” says Dweezil. “Their goal 
would be to prevent me from using the name 
in any form for live performances or public 
appearances. It’s a head scratchier. What did 
anybody do, besides me, to bring the 
music to a new generation? 

“Ahmet and Diva want to make 
the name a brand with wine, beer, 
and yoga pants.” 

The half-century in the tour title 
refers to the first Mothers of Invention 
record, Freak Out!, released in 1966 and 
considered dangerous for its time. 

“The record was so subversive,” explains 
Dweezil. “Parents were absolutely terrified at 
what that music represented. But what hap¬ 
pened to a lot of people who bought it is 
they realized they could make their own 
choices. They discovered there’s other stuff 
in this world.” -Jim Caligiuri
